IMPARTIAL NOT NEUTRAL. 
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THE TRAM AND THE 
RED HERRING. 


Feb, 19. 
“Life is full of humour," says 
the Councillor in “Utopia 


Limited"; and his colleague re- 
plies, ‘‘Teems with quiet fun.” 
So might it be said of the corres- 
pondence in yesterday's Municipal 
Gazette, dealing with railless cars, 
damaged roads, compensation, red 
herrings and the whole duty of 
the Shanghai community to pro- 
vide the Tramway Company with 
the best facilities for earning 
dividends for its-shareholders at 
Home. Some months or years 
ago it occurred to Mr. McColl 
that the by-roads of Shanghai 
would afford a good field for 
creating, by means of railless 
cars, a new demand among the 
Chinese and thus to enrich the 
Tram Co.’s coffers. To think, 
with the Company's energetic 
manager, is to act. A scheme 
was put before the Council and 
accented with all the usual 
docility. Overhead wires were 
hung along the Fokien Road, and 
on Sunday, November 15, last, 
the new service was inaugurated. 
‘The experiment might have been 
more auspicious had the Cdmpany 
fulfilled one important of 








ite bargain. The Council had 
stipulated for cars weighing not 
more than _three-and-three- 
quarter tons. Those that the 


Company put on weighed five 
tons according to the Council, or, 
objects Mr. McColl, four-and- 
three-quarters. At any rate, the 
result was disastrous to the sur- 
face of Fokien Road, not to speak 
of sundry damage to water and 
telephone pipes beneath it. After 
less than a fortnight's trial 
the Council was compelled to ask 
Mr. McColl to withdraw his cars. 
To this request Mr. McColl 
ously accedes, but, he warns 

the Council, “‘without prejudice’’ 
to the Company's rights over the 
Fokien Road: and carrying the 
war into the enemy’s coun- 


try he demands to know what the 
Council proposes to do, so that 
the Company may get ite pound 
of flesh, At this, the Council 
plucks up courage to remind Mr. 
McColl about that little mistake 
of a ton or @ ton and a quarter in 
the weight of his cars, and what 
he, in turn, proposes to do to repair 
the damage his oversight has oc- 
casioned. Unfortunately the eff ct 
of this very proper question is 
completely spoilt by a suggestion 
that it might be well to recor 
struct the whole road in cement 
concrete at @ cost of Tls. 20,000. 
of which the Company should 
pay half, with @ further contribu- 
tion of Tls. 100 a year towards 
upkeep. It is just possible that 
the Council was trying to “bluff” 
Mr. McColl." If so, it soon found 
out its mistake. Without vouch- 
safing any explanation as to why 
the cars weighed so much more 
than they onght. Mr. McColl le~ps 
upon the Council’s reconstruction 
scheme with almost indecent 
alacrity; nay, he eagerly aske 
the Council what other roads it 
will reconstruct and hand over 
to him on the same golden terms: 
and then. comes the crowning of 
the whole jest. ‘The present oc- 
casion”, Mr. McColl says, “is 
regarded by the Local Board as a 
suitable one to direct the atten- 
tion of the Council to the manner 
in which the Company is adverse- 
ly affected by the increasing dis- 
regard of the conditions of public 
ricsha licences.” Indignantly he 
hints at the uncleanliness of ricsha 
coolies, their age, their infancy 
and their immoral habits. Virtu- 
ously he alludes to the careful 
selection, smartness and hygienic 
properties of his own conductors. 
Tndignantly he denounces the a 
gressive manner in which the 
wretched ricshas crowd round the 
trams at certain stopping places 
in the hope of catching a strav 
fare. What, Mr. McColl wants 
to know, will the Council do to 
protect him and his from this 
abomination? 

But what, the bewildered rate- 
paver may ask, has all this to do 
with the original dispute? It 
cannot surely be pretended that 
the ricsha ooolies broke up the 
surface of Fokien Road or that 
they were responsible for the cars 
being over weight? Now we 
write in no spirit of hostility to 
the Tramway Company although 
there are some profane persons 
who think that its cars, railless 
or otherwise, are as great an en- 
enmbrance to treffic as the ric- 
shas. But a little plain sperking 
is necessary. It is not disputed 
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that the cars broke up Fokien 
Road because they were heavier 
than was stipulated. No explana- 
tion is given of this excessive 
weight, although it had been re- 
ferred to Tondon some time be- 
fore last November 27. There is 
no apparent reason why the re- 
~onstruction of Fokien Road need 
have been even considered, but 
for the damage done solely by 
these cars. And Fokien Road 
is one of quite secondary import- 
ance. Yet by reason of damage 
for which the Tramway Comnany 
is solely responsible, and that by 
its own disregard of an important 
condition in the agreement, the 
community is to be burdened 
with an entirely unnecessary ex- 
nense of Tis. 10,000. As for 
Mr. McColl's lamentations about 





clnde that, in his joy at the easy 
let-off which has been allowed 
him, he is trying to distract the 
Council's mind from reconsider- 
ing its extremely generous offer. 
Tf he be serious, one can only 
wonder how long it will be hefore 
vedestrians are taxed for ventur- 
ing to go on foot along the roads, 
thereby defranding the Tramway 
Company of its lawful fares.

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 
CHINESE NURSES. 


The decision of the China Medical 
Board of the Rockfeller Foundation 
to establish five scholarships for 
Chinese nurses has been taken at 
the right moment. At no time 
in its relations with the West have 
the Chinese had a better opportun- 
ity of realizing the immense im- 
portance of having a thoroughly 
efficent hospital system. In the 
issues of the war very few 
Chinese, probably, take any inter- 
est, but its practical results and 
terrible realities cannot possibly 
escape them. There is very little 
doubt, therefore, that applicants 
for these scholarshivs will come for- 
ward oagerly. They are valued at 
33300 ea: nd an additional sum 
of G8400 will be allowed to cover 
to the United 
lowance being 
made for the return journey. They 
are to be tenable for a year but 
holders whoee work proves satiafac- 
tory will be considered for re-ap- 
pointment for such time as may be 
necess*ry to enable them to com- 
plete their course of study, the aim 
of the scholarships being to provide 
‘a regular flow of trained nurses for 
responsible positions in hospitals 
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and training schools in Chin: 
Candidates must be graduates of 
@ girls’ high school or have such 
other preparation as will enable 
them to profit by a course of 
study, that is to say they must be 
able freely to read, write and 
English. They must, in addition, 
be graduates of a nurses’ training 
school or students of not less than 
cone year’s standing in such a 
school. Applications should be 
addressed to the Chins Medical 
Board of the Rockfeller Foundation, 
61 Broadway, New York.

THE AEROPLANE RAIDS. 

Yesterday was fixed by Germany 
as the rate of the inauguration of 
wholesale piracy in the seas round 
Great Britain. But the effective- 
ness of the allied aeroplane raids 
has undoubtedly somewhat upset 
the enemy’s plans. The German re- 
ports say that “‘it appears, however, 
likely that it will be some days after 
the 18th instant before any news 
will’ be receivable.” Germany has 
made great efforts to establish sub- 
marine bases at Zeebrugge, Ostend 
and other points ; these are essential 
to the success of such a gigantic, 
ruthless scheme. Hence the raids of 
tho British and French aircraft and 
the importance of the success 
achieved. The German works at 
Zeebrugge were destroyed previous- 
ly, but the enemy has been very 
active not only at Zeebrugge, 
Blankenbergh, and Middelkerke, 
But ajso at Ostend. Along the 
dunes at Mariakerke, south - of 
Ostend, sixty guns of large calibre

GERMANS IN JAPAN. 

Last week the Japanese Cabinet 
decided that, in view of the exces- 
sive priveleges demanded by Ger- 
man and Austrian prisoners of war 
in Japan, stricter discipline would 
be enforced in future, while any 
attempts to spread prejudicial re- 
ports would b> punished, closer 
supervision of Germans resident in 
Japan would be exercised and 
offenders punished by deportation. 
Japan certainly has had cause to 
complain of the manner in which 
some alien enemies have acted after 
considerable indulgznce has been ex- 
tended to them. Although on the 
declaration of war one or two per- 
sons were requssted to leave the 
country, the Home Minister specifi 
cally ordered local authorities to 
treat Germans and Austrians resid. 
ing in Japan with the greatest 
civility. ‘These orders appear to 
have been carrisd out in spite of 
the provocation received by the 
ill-treatment of Japanese in Gor- 
many. But recently the authorities 

discovered considerable in- 
triguing; prisoners have taken ad- 
vantage of the consideration shown 
to them and attempted to escaj 
According to the Japanese Pres 
alien enemies have been known to 
hold meetings and it has become 
necessary to control such gather- 
ings. (Hence definite regulations 
have been adopted, but the “Japan 
Chronicls” says that it is to be 
assumed that no change is likely 
to take place in the status of 
abiding Germans and Au 
who constitute the great majority 
of so-called enemy aliens. 
































ERZERUM. 

The past few days have added 
little to our knowledge of the 
campaign in the Caucasus. Judg- 
ing from the comments of military 
experts in home papers, it seems 
probable that the Russians will 
make a determined effort to secure 
possession of Erzerum towards 
which, after their defeat at Sary- 
the Turks were said to be

About two years ago, the Kaiming 
Company undertook the develop- 
ment of the old execution ground, 
or “Kiumowli,” the “Land of the 
Nine Mow” and a Chinese theatre, 
designed on the most modern and 
improved times and blocks of fine, 
well ventilated shops were bui 
Unfortunately, not many days after 
the China New Year holidays of 
last year, ire broke out at a re- 
staurant adjoining the theatre, 
resulting in the total destruction 
of the theatre and many of the new 
shops, 

The Company, however, decided 
not to be baulked of its original 
enterprise with its double purpose 
of developing the dreary and waste 
piece of ground into a business 
centre, and of improving the general 
welfare of Chinese residents in 
the city. It has succeeded splendid- 
ly thanks to ite energetic and 
resourceful manager, Mr. Yao 
Tseng-hsiang. The theatre has been 
rebuilt, as well as the shops that 
were gutted. The opening cere- 
monies took place on China New 
Year Day when a large number of 
guests attended, 

The house was packed, many late 
arrivals having to turn back for 
want of even standing room. The 
programme was very simple. The 
presentation of two or three plays 
of the usual Chinese type was fol- 
lowed by three addresses delivered 
by Mr. Yao, the Manager, Mr. 
Moh Shu-tsai and Mr. Mow Tse- 
chien of the gentry, and wound up 
by the performance of more Chinese 
plays. Everything in the theatre is 
brand new. The capital of the 
Company is said to amount to a 
lakh and a half; and its ambition is 
to be recognized by posterity as the 
pioneer reformer of the city. 
Among the guests were Admiral 
Tseng Ju-cheng and Taoyin Yang- 
cheng.

HEAVY BOMBARDMENT OF 
NIEUPORT. 





is, Feb. 12 

The official communiqué issued 
yesterday evening .states:— 

The enemy strongly bombarded 
Nieuport and the banks of the Yser 
but only damaged property slight- 
ly. Our artillery rep.ied effectively. 

In the Argonne, in the region of 
Bagatelle, after a violent fight with 
trench-mortars all the morning, the 
Germans, at one o'clock attacked 
the Marie Therese Work, advancing 
in columns of four on a front of 
500 yards. The enemy’s attack was 
shattered ‘by our artillery and in- 
fantry fire. The Germans left a 
great number of dead. 

In the Vosges, south of Chateau 
Lusso, north of Sainte Marie Pass, 
we seized @ trench by # coup-de- 
main. 

There has been a violent artillery 
duel at several points of the front. 

Paris, Feb. 11. 

The official communiqué issued 
this afternoon states :— 

On the whole front from the 
North Sea to the Champagne there 
were artillery duele and aeroplane 
sorties, 

‘We repulsed some German attacks 
in the woods gained by us at Mes 
niles-Hurlus. 

The struggle in the Argonne 
around the Marie Therese Work was 
very violent. The German forces 
were composed of a brigade. We 
maintained all our positions. The 
‘enemy's losses were considerable, 
‘ours were serious. 

There was thick fog and heavy 
snow in the Vosges. The Germans 
made an attack at La Fontenelle 
during the night, which was inten- 
sely dark, with two battalions. We 
yielded come ground but regained 
it almost entirely by counter-at- 
tacks.

NEUTRAL FLAGS AND 
SUBMARINE ATTACKS. 
Washington, Feb. 11. 

The United Statzs Government 
has sent Notes to Great Britain and 
Germany ; both are friendly in tone. 

The former makes observations 
regarding the use of neutral flags, 
pointing out that thoir frequent 
use might endanger neutral ves- 
sels. 

The Note to Germany mi clear 
that any attack on a veessl flying 
the American flag without due 
certainment that the use of that 
flag is fictitious will be viewed as

London, Feb. 11.

(West), asked whether the Govern- 
ment was prepared to state on what 
terms Great Britain and her Alli 
would discuss , with a view 
to ending the terrible loss of life. 
Sir Edward Grey replied that 
recent public utterances in Ger- 
many gave no reason to suppose 
that the purpose the hon. member 
had in view would be promoted by 





adopting the course suggested 
(Loud cheers). ' 
The Premier, Mr. Asquith, an- 


nounced that about 60 per cent. of 
our wounded have recovered and 
become fit for service. Arrange 
ments have been made whereby 
Field-Marshal Sir John French will 
shortly send @ bulletin twice a week 
concerning the doings of the British 
Forces. 

Mr, Asquith informed Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, Unionist 
Momber for Portsmouth, that the 
Government was considering more 
stringent measures against German 
trade in view of the flagrant viola- 
tion by the enemy of the rules of 
war. He hoped shortly to announce 
these measures. 

Lord Charles Beresford suggest- 
ed that German raiders by sea and 
land when captured should be 
treated as pirates and publicly 
hanged for the murder of women 
and children. 

‘The Premier replied that he was 
not prepared to a make a general 
statement as each case must be dealt 
with on its merits. 








THE BOMBARDMENT OF 
HARTLEPOOL. 


DETAILS OF THE BRUTAL 
ATTACK. 


A correspondent has been kind 
enough to send us the following ex 
tracts from a letter just received 
from a friend in Darlington. 

What a morning, says the writer, 
we had hearing those guns at 
Hartlepcol! It was as though a 
heavy thunderstorm were going on. 
‘The colonel who took the matron 
of the hospital down said that five 
minutes more and the town would 
have been finished. She told me it 
was in a fearful state, but they 
missed all those timber-yards (ship- 
building), only getting one block 
and the fire was put out quickly. 
‘The old vicar of Middlesboro’ had 
just gone downstairs when his roof 
was taken clean off. They think 
that, 800 to 1,000 shells landed round 








there. The general opinion here is 
that they will land next, just to say 
they did it, for they won’t be long in 
the land of the living if they di 

You wouldn't know this little 
town. It bristles with soldiers; 
hardly an ordinary man about 
except a few antiques and infants. 
The clergy have started a soldiers 
club in the Parish Hall. We were 
down there for Christmas Eve 
supper and smoking concert. Some 
500 men of the Yorks. They 
enjoy it—something like your 
ors’ affairs in Shanghai! 

We went down to the Military 
yesterday. There were 
many Belgians as well as English 
- One Belgian had almost lost 
his hand, he was shot right through 
the palm with a dumdum bullet— 
and the Germans say they don’t 
use them! 

The German officers taken pri- 
songy said they can't believe we 
have got all those men in our New 
Army—they think we are done, and 
our Navy as well. Its slow work 
but the end can’t be far off now: 
we don't hear much, but how you 
people in Shanghai live, if you only 
get those scrappy telegrams, I can’t 
think. 

One incident I forgot. In the 
midst of the shot and shell at Har- 
tlepool, @ little baby was born. The 
house stood ina row, and was the 
only one not hit, it was wonderful ! 

‘The King was told of it and the 
poor child got the name of “George 
Shrapnel Griffin.””

GERMAN RE REPORTS. 


The Editor takes no ' responsibility for 
the assertions of German repor 
me Ostasiatischer ‘Lieyd.”” 
Berlin, Feb. 1. 

The Foreign office publishes the 
following report: 

Headquarters, Feb, 11. 

In the Argonnes ground was 
gained by a German attack. Six 
officers and 307 men have been made 
prisoners and two machine guns 
and six smaller guns have been 
taken. 

In the middle and southern Vos- 
ges several minor local —succesees 
have also been gained. 

On the east Prussian frontier the 
engagements continued. They were 
everywhere successful for the Ger- 
mans, although deep snow hamper- 
ed the movements of the troops. The 
results are not yet definitely ceti- 
mated. 

In the Polish theatre, on the 
right bank of the Vistula, the Ger- 
mans advanced northwest of Sierpce. 
‘The enemy has been repulsed every- 
where, Several hundred prisoners 
have been taken. 

On the left bank of the Vistula 
nothing important. 

Berlin, Feb. 10.

REMONSTRANCE TO 
GERMANY. 


ITALY ALSO PROTESTING 
AGAINST PIRACY, 
Washington, Feb. 11. 
‘The full text of the Notes sent by 
the United States to Germany and 
Great Britain has been published. 
The Note to Germany reminds her 
that the sole right of belligerents is 
limited to visit and search unless a 
blockade is being effectively main- 
tained, which the American Govern- 


ment does not understand is pro- 
posed in this case. 
‘The Note continues: “To declare 


or exercise the right to attack and 
destroy any vessel entering a pre 
soribed area of the high seas, with- 
out first determining with certainty 
its belligerent nationality and the 
contraband character of its cargo, 
is an act so unprecedented in ns 
warfare that this Government 
reluctant to believe that the Imperi- 
al Government of Germany, in this 
case, contemplates it as possible” 

The Note reminds Germany that 
the United Statee is open to no cri- 
ticiams of unneutral acts “If the 
commanders of German men-of-war 
act on the presumption that the 
flag of the United States is not used 
in good faith and should destroy, on 
the high seas, American vessels and 
the lives o American citizens, it 
would be difficult for the Govern- 
ment of the United States to view 
that act in any other light than an 
indefensible violation of neutral 
rights, which would be very hard 
indeed to reconcile with the friendly 
relations now happily existing be- 
tween the two Governments, and it 
would be constrained to hold the 
Imperial Government of Germany to 
‘® strict accountability for such acts 
and to take any steps that might be 
necessary to safeguard American 
lives and property. 

USE OF NEUTRAL FLAGS. 

The Note concludes by mentioning 
the representations made to Great 
Britain for ‘the unwarranted use of 
the American flag for the protection 
of British ships.” 

The Note to Great Britain re- 
cites that the State Department has 
been advised of the declaration of 
the German Admiralty that the 
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British Government has 
authorized the use of neutral flags 
and also mentions

THE COST OF THE WAR. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S ENORMOUS 
EXPENDITURE. 


‘Through Revter's Agency. 
London, Feb. 15. 

In the House of Commons this 
afternoon Mr. Lloyd George. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who 
was loudly cheered on riving, made 
‘an announcement concerning the 
arrangements made at the recent 
conference in Paris between the 
. Ministers of Finance of Great Bri- 
tain France and Russia. He em- 
phasized that the recommendation 
of the two respective Governments 
committed us to heavy engagements. 
This was the most expensive war 
that had ever been waged, in 
material, in men and in money. 
For the year ending December 31 
next the aggregate expenditure of 
the Allies would be not far from 











spending considerably more than 
France and Russia, probably a 100- 
150 million pounds more than the 
highest expenditure of the other 
two Allies. We had to recruit a new 
Army and maintain a huge Navy: 
we were paying liberal separation 
allowances to the dependents of the 
men who were fighting; we had to 
bring troops from the ends of the 
earth and had to wage war not 
merely in Europe but also in Asia 

im north and east and south 
Africa, 

Great Britain and France were 
the twa richest countries of the 
world and were the great bankers 
of the world. We were able to pay 





our huge expenditure on the war for 
five years, allowing a substantial 
sum for depreciation, out of the pro- 
ceeds of our investments abroad. 
France was able to carry on for two 
or three years at least out of the 
proceeds of her investments abroad 
and both countries still had some- 
thing to spare to advance to their 
Allies. is was & most important 
consideration at the present mo- 
ment, 

The Allies were fighting the whole 
mobilized strength of Germany 
with, perhaps, less than one-third 
of their own strength. The problem 
of the Allies was to bring the re- 
maining two-thirds of their re- 
sources into the fighting-line at the 
earliest possible moment, This was 
largely a question of finance. Rus- 
sia was in a different position to 
either Great Britain or France. 
She was prodigiously rich in natural 
resources and had a great growing 
population who were virile and in- 
dustrious, 


DIFFICULTIES OF RUSSIA 
AND FRANCE. 


Russia, since the war began, had 
enormously increased her resources 
by suppressing the sale of alcohol 
(Cheers). Thus alone she had in- 
eased her productivity and her 
labour by between thirty and fifty 
per cent, (Renewed cheers). It 
was as if she had added millions of 
labourers to her labour reserve 
without even increasing the expense 
of maintaining them. 

But, hitherto, Russia had not 
been able to command capital in her 
own dominions to develop _ those 
resources. The war had made this 
problem still more difficult, especial- 
ly in the financing of outside pur- 
chases for the war. 

France, also, had had special 
difficulties. People did not quite 
realize the strain upon this gallant 
country up to the present. (Cheers) 
She bore the greatest strain in pro- 
portion to her resources. She had 
the largest proportion of men under 
arms. The enemy occupied a part 
of her richest territory and only a 
few months ago her bankers 
could hear the sound of the enemy’s 
guns as they sat in their counting- 
houses. 

Nevertheless the whole French 
nation possessed wonderful confi- 
dence (Cheers). Every visitor to 
Paris was impressed with their 
calm, serene courage, which was 
supposed to be incompatible with 
the temperament of the Oeclt 
(Laughter). There was a general 
assurance that the Germans had 
lost their tide, and that now the 
German arms had as remote a 
chance of crushing France as they 
had of over-running the planet 
Mars (Cheers). That feeling per- 
vaded every class of the Pago 
and was reflected on the Pi 
money market, where difficalties 
‘wore passing away and the arrance- 

















ments for raising money to promote 
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military enterprises would be crown. 
ed with complete success (Cheers). 


ASSISTANCE FOR 
STATES. 


There were, however, a number 
of small States who were compelled 
to look to their greater Allies for ~ 
financial support. There was Bel- 
gium, until recently a very rich 
country, now devastated and de 
solated. We had to see that she 
did not suffer (cheers) until the 
period of restoration came and com. 
pensation. (Loud cheers). 

There was Servia, with as large 
& population as Ireland, fighting 
her third great war within two 
years; fighting Breat force, 
courage and prillianey, (cheers) 
but with no wealth, no revenue, no 
exports and hardly any manufao- 
tures. There were also the other 
States who were preparing for war. 
(cheers). It was obviously to our 
intereste that they should be well 
equipped. 

Then Britain herself had her 
‘own special difficulties. Two-thirds 
of her food supply was purchased 
from abroad. Enormous quantities 
of raw material were absorbed in 
war equipments, We had to pur- 
chase abroad for war purposes and 
to create enormous credits to enable 
other countries to do the same. 

Mr. Lloyd George emphasized 
that there was no danger but, inc 
conference such as was held in 
P. we could not overlook the 
fact that great vigilance must be 
observed. We had effectively mo- 
hilized the financial resources of 
the Allies so as to be of the greatest 
help in the common csuse, Great 
Britain was, undoubtedly, still the 
best. market in the world. 

In a great war all the Allies must 
bring all their resources into the 
ommon stocks. (Cheers). ‘The 
country having the more men ready 
with guns, rifles and munitions 
must bring them against the com- 
mon enemy, even though the others 
were unable to make a similar con- 
tribution, The same thing applied 
to the country with the larger navy 
or the country with more money 
(Cheers). That was the principle 
on which the conference in Paris 
was worked. It was decided that 
each country should raise money 
‘on its own markets as far as con- 
ditions allowed, but if any country 
naeded help for outside purchases 
those best able would render sesint 
ance. The only exception was 
Great Britain, France and Russia 
should contribute proportionately 
to every loan made to small Btates.

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OPERA AND DRAMA. 
Feb. 13. 


During the past few weeks 

music-lovers in Shanghai have 
been enjoying the very unusual 
treat of continuous opera; and 
the experience may have led some 
of us to overhaul our ideas on this 
form of entertainment. What 
the Italian Opera Company has 
given us is obviously one-sided, 
not in respect of performance, 
which was vocally good, if instru- 
mentally uncertain; but as re- 
gards the character of operas pre- 
sented. In its three centuries of 
existence opera has passed through 
many phases. Rinuceini_ and 
Peri, at the close of the 16th 
century sought to revive the tradi- 
tions of Greek tragedy, only using 
music to intensify the tones of 
ordinary speech and the emotions 
of the speaker. 
Scarlatti the melodic side of the 
entertainment began to gain the 
predominance ; and from his time 
the “book” rapidly degenerated, 
until opera become nothing but a 
sories of pleasant melodies strung 
on the thinnest possible thread 
of storv. Gluck strove to revive. 
and did revive, the old ideals of 
Peri; but having the misfortune 
to compete with the marvellous 
school of ‘‘absolute music"’ of the 
18th and early 19th centuries, his 
teaching did not exert the influ- 
ence that it might otherwise have 
had. The real reformer, as every- 
one knows, reasserting the claims 
of drama in music as against the 
claims of the adored prima donna 
and primo tenore, was Wagner. 
Since his day, we seem to see two 
tendencies in opera: for Richard 
Stranss the dramatic notion is 
everything, and the rxpres ion of 
gigantic feeling, degenerating (to 
some ways of thinking) into mere 
delight in what is horrible and 
violent; for men like Puccini. 
Charpentier and Cilea, a strong 
recognition of dramatic require- 
ments, but even more a keen de- 
light in melodic beauties for their’ 
own sake, 


Of all these phases the Ttalian 
Opera Company certainly cannot 
be blamed for presenting but one 
or two aspects. On the contrary, 
we may be grateful to it for 
achieving, as successfully as it did, 
models so wide apart as “"Trova- 
tore’? and ‘"Bohéme” or ‘Butter 
fly,"” besides one other to be re- 
ferred to presently. Between 
these extremes it is possible to 
imagine the other links in the 
chain, and to frame some answer 
to the question so often asked.

“Apart from the enjoyment of the 
music, what rational pleasure can 
you derive from opera, in which 
every note sounded ” proclaims 
the absurdity of the whole per- 
formance as a picture of life?” 
Thus bluntly put, the question is 
difficult to answer satisfactorily. 
There are, no doubt, rare musical 
spirits to whom ‘the actions, 
voices and gestures of every-day 
life express themselves in terms 
of music. ‘The ordinary mortal, 
even the ardent music-lover, is 
obliged to confess that it is ab- 
normal, if not absurd, to sing on 
the stage instead of speaking, end 





that even in the, to him, most 
dramatic moments of opera, ac- 
tion is often unnaturally delayed 
by music. He can think of cer- 
tain operas in which these incon- 
gruities are toned down as it were 
by the nature of the story. A 
‘costume" opera, for example, 
dealing with events af two or 
three centuries ago, makes the 
less strain upon the sense of what 
is natural, because the whole 
scenery and surroundings are 
something out of every-day ex- 
perience ; and just as we agree to 
allow Hamlet to soliloquize, so we 
can endure Romeo's remarkable 
vecal efforts when in the very 
moment of dying. Again, in 
Wagner's great tetralogy of ‘The 
Ring.” we are moving in a world 
of gods and heroes, monsters and 
giants, of whom it is no strain on 
the imagination to suppose that 
they should declaim their thoughts 





to music rather than in ordinat 
speech. But directly we encount- 
er a piece in which people smoke 
cigarettes and wear tail-coats, the 
old feeling of incongruity rushes 
back. not to be gainsaid. 

Is it, then, impossible to pre- 
sent ordinary drama, some story 
that appeals by reason of its com- 
mon every-day emotions, in 
music, without the sense of na- 
turalness being outraged at every 
turn? Ontside certain limits one 
must, perhaps, confess that it is 





impossible; within them, not. 
For example, let us take two 
operas, ‘‘Meistersinzer’”” and one 


alluded to above as played by the 
Italian Opera Company. "Cs 
men.” In the first of these, if 
we ent out the somewhat _nn- 
necessary philosophy supplied by 
Hans Sachs, we have an entirely 
modern light comedy, as much so 
to-day as a few centuries ago. To 
this story Wagner applied all 
methods of using music to 
tensify tones of speech and varia- 
tions of feeling; and except for 
the musically deaf it remains a 














perfect story of human interest, 

‘Carmen’ again we have a 
thle of passion and revenge. Pos- 
sibly for people who know Spain 
well the illusion is not so complete 
as for those who do not. But 
the composer has felt the situa- 
tion of his characters so intense- 
ly, has entered so deeply into 
their passions and was, incidental- 
ly, such a genius to reproduce 
what he feels, that it seems im- 
possible that the tale could have 
been told so effectively in any 
other way as in this setting of 
fiery palpitating melody. And 
while Bizet is mach more gener- 
ous then Wagner in introducin, 
purely vocal opportunities for his 
singers, he does so in such a way 
as always to tell us something 
about the character to whom the 
aria is assigned—as in the case of 
the famous toreador’s song, which 
makes us know the kind of man 
we are dealing with even though 
we may not understand a word he 
sings. Here, again, we find at 
least one justification for music 
in dramatic representation, that, 
when properly handled, it tells us 
something about the persons con- 
cerned, in a way that the ordin- 
ary theatre cannot, and the au- 
thor of a novel is seldom supposed 
to do. Perhaps, for purposes of 
story-telling, opera might be said 
to come half way between a play 
and a novel. ‘That is not alto- 
gether a satisfactory definition. 
but it may supply a reason for the 
faith that is in us, when we are 
tackled about the incongruities of 
opera and drama,

CANADA AND THE

Vessels of the Australian Navy 
have already played a prominent 
part in the war, while the New Zea- 
land, a battle cruiser built at the 
charge of the Dominion of that name 
did good work in the North Sea 
Battle.

THE DOCTOR AND THE 


SCHOOL. 

The article which we publish else- 
where to-day under the above head- 
ing should be prefaced by the same 
warning that was given with another 
article, by the same writer, on 
education in Shanghai—that no one 
particular school need be in » hurry 
to find a cap in the criticisms offered 
and fit it to ite own head. What 
the author says is based on general 
observation and intended for gener- 
al consideration: one school may 
plead guilty on one point, another 
on another: and we are far from 
suggesting that any need feel gui'ty 
at all, At any rate we would em- 
phasize strongly that there is no 
idea whatever of gibetting any one: 
school. What the author wishes to 
enforce is that competitive examuaa- 
tions pushed to excess are rather 
injurious than advantageous; that 
they tend to sacrifice a great m: ny 
average pupils for the distinction to 
be won by a few clever ones and 
that teachers too often fail to read 
aright Nature's danger signs!s 
among their pupils, with dangerous 
results for the latter. We leave it 
to others better qualified to sprak, 
to decide how far these chaiges are 
justified or not. But it is interest. 
ing to recall that cadets for the 
British Navy nowadays are examin- 
ed as to all round intelligence, #0 
as to avoid the evils of cramming; 
and that the Egyptian Service, 
which probably contains the highest 
average of ability of any service in 
the world, is recruited, not by com- 
petitive examination, but by. selee- 
tion based on general suitability. 

















TURKEY THE CATSPAW. 

Tho part played by German 
agents, acting through Enver Pasha 
and the Young Turkish faction, in 
pushing Turkey into a calamitous 
war is generally. well understood by 
now—not least, we may believe, in 
Turkey. But the Russian Orange 
Book, of which we reproduce the 
chief extracts to-day, supplies sever- 
al interesting sidelights. Both the 
Grand Vizier and the Minister of 
Finance foresaw clearly the hope- 
lessness of the undertaking; that 
they also perceived its treachery, 
will be hoped by all who remember 
Turkey's former name for honour- 
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able dealing. There was a time, 
‘M. de Giers tells us, when even the 
subsidized German press of Con- 
stantinople could not blind the peo- 
ple to the eclipse of Germany's 
fortunes and when moderates strove 
for peace. But the German officers’ 
hold on the reins a _ ish govern: 
ment was too stron, it had 
boon too strong for the Grand Visier 
to fulfil his promise, of August 3, 
to the Russian Ambassador that he 
would gend the German officers out 
of Turkey. That Germany was pur- 
suing a purely selfish policy in push- 
ing Turkey into the war, as that the 
purpose of her policy—to distract the 
attentions elsewhere of Russia and 
Great Britain—is a failure, is be- 
coming quite plain to the Turks 
themselves, We trust it may be 
equally plain to those in Peking who 
are in danger of listening to Ger- 
many’s fatal blandishments. The 
misfortunes of Turkey are another 
illustration of the old adage, that 
he who sups with the devil needs. 
a long spoon,

and that thin glass will not resist 
its pressure? The matron proposes 
to give a class on “ Cooking for the 
Sick" to her young nurses, and per- 
haps is asked to admit some moth- 
ers of families to listen to such im- 
portant instruetion. The matron 
finds that she has to delay practical 
matters, while she explains the most 
elementary matters of digestion and 
digestibility, that heat coagulates 
albumen and that therefore custards 
must not be raised to boiling point; 
that the digestion of fat is often 
impaired when that of proteids re- 
mains, and that in some cases 
skimmed milk or whey may be given 
when cream or even milk are out 
of the question. 

On attempting to explain what 
she means by proteids and fats, she 
finds some ‘of her hearers barely 
able to spell the names of such sub 
stances as nitrogen and hydrogen. 
She (if of middle age) begins to 
wonder whether our mothers were 
not less ignorant in the days of 
“Brewer's Guide to Knowledge” 
and “ Mangnall’s Questions,” than 
the modern girl from a school which 
teaches languages, history, and 
mathematics, but which either ex- 
cludes science altogether, or gives 
it merely as very elementary physic- 
al geography or such botany ax ean 
be tanght by the mere examination 
of a few specimens in a class-room. 
The candidate, say, for a profession 
connected with electri is often 
equally illequipped; a doctor is 
called in to restore by artificial re- 
spiration the youth who was 
ignorant of the gigantic force he 
was dealing with, and comes away 
from his case wondering if it would 
not be possible to commence at 
school some studies in electricity. 


The Need of Linguists, 


To turn for a moment to the ques- 
tion of languages, it occurred to 
more than one doctor at the recent 
Conference to wonder how many 
people there present, who had Eng- 

ish as their mother tongue, could 
have given a demonstration ‘on an 
abstruse scientific matter before an 
audience of scientifie men who spoke 
any other language than their own? 
One holds no brief for German 
schools, in which overwork, eye: 
strain, and a certain bullying spirit 
almost unavoidable where — school- 
masters, have all been soldiers, 
largely ‘prevail; but it was a signi 
ficant fact that at this Conference 
young German commercial scientist 
demonstrated in excellent English a 
difficult apparatus to a critical 
audience. 

At this moment, generous and 
indeed excessive as has been the call 
for nurses at the front, those who 
are linguists are still in request. 
The London women doctors have 
established a hospital for the wound- 
ed ab Paris, inspected as all civilian 
hospitals for soldiers are, by army 
meilical officers; one great advan- 
tage these ladies possess over their 












































surgical brethren is that as a rule 
they can speak fluently at least in 
French and often in German. 


Parental Failings. 

The fault in the matter of pre- 
paration in schools for the many 
scientific professions (and for that 
profession of wife and mother which 
require such knowledge of common 
things and physical methods) does 
not lie entirely the teachers.

It ix because of this ignorance on 
the part of school authorities and 
parents that it is as well sometimes 
to nir this subject in the columns of 
a daily paper. They are familiar to 
the readers of professional journals, 
medical, engineering, and pedago- 
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gic, and to those who attend such 
conferences as have taken place in 
Shanghai during the last two weeks; 
but they are attended by few 
parents (except of course profession- 
al parents, whose professional views, 
by the way, are often modified and 
made more valuable by their 
parenthood) and few members of 
School Committees. 


Progressive Studies. 

Even those who acknowledge that 
hygiene should be taught at all 
schools, are. tending slightly to 
throw off the doctors’ yoke, even 
in this eminently medical subject: 
ws from a little subconscious 
s, perhaps because a paid 
medical lecturer is expensive. It is 
forgotten that hygiene and allied 
subjects taught to the laity (such 
as Home Nursing and First Aid) 
are progressive 
knowledge of several sciences. One 


























on hygiene their only 
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knowledge of the subject being what 
they may have learnt from an ele- 
meatary text book in the top clase 
of the school some three years pre 
viously. No wonder that one hears 
male lecturers on first aid, when 
not doctors, teaching obsolete 
methods of restoring the apparently 
drowned, or a treatment of burns 
which absolutely ignores the f 
recent discovery of the almost 
stantaneous relief from pain afford- 
ed by the application of solutioas 
of pieric acid. It is absurd, of 
course, to expect the teacher, any 
more than the doctor, or the en- 
gincer to be a specialist all round. 


Circulating Teachers. 


What is needed evidently here in 
Shanghai is an interchange between 
the schools both of science teachers 
and of apparatus, capable of il- 
lustrating their lectures. One hears 
of general geography taught by 
teachers who have never left China, 
or the geography of China taught 
hy an English teacher newly arrived 

‘om home. In one’s childhood, in 
England, much living geography of 
foreign lands (the effect of which 
may largely be seen in ow own pre 
sence to-day so many degrees east 
of Greenwich) was taught us by 
issionary — lecturers, — sometimes 
even at school. Such’ lecturers are 
far more inspiring, and they fre 
quently are able to produce maps 
and curios not possessed by every 
school. 

Surely it would be possible to ar- 
range a sort of Circulating Library 
of Apparatus; a fine balance is an 
expensive thing, and yet how

‘Hoalth in the Schoolroom. 

The interesting papers so recently 
read by Dr. Stanley and Dr. Mabel 
Poulter at the Medical Conference 
and by Dr. Peter and the women 
physicians Dr, Love and Dr. Alsop 
at the Educational Conference, all 
emphasize the importance of pre- 
ventive medicine, and the possibility 
of spreading disease (especially con- 
sumption) in schools, and of an 
edneation commencing even in the 
lowest forms of primary schools 
which sha!l fit everyone to take his 
or her part in’ the fight against 
The first thing is to have a 
al Inspector of Schools, whose 
shall be not only to inspeet 
sport on the children and the 
Vat te examines and sane. 
te far tees ai beagle 
ovtions of ahd ons. 
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and moreover to give courses of in- 
struction to teachers on these all- 
important matters. 


The children of Shanghai are too 
seldom kept sufficiently warm at 
school in winter: in the hot months 
it seems too seldom suggested that 
hanging punkahs pulled by coolies 
are inexpensive, and would make 
the greatest difference to the chil- 
dren's health and their intellectual 
Progress. Any medical visitor to a 
Shanghai school remarks children 
seated at the back of the room al- 
though with obviously defective 
vision. A teacher ignorant of the 
significance of squints, corrugated 
foreheads, headaches and constant 
mistakes in work due to indistinct 
vision is unfit for his post. 





‘Teaching the Teachers. 


Children with scars of old tuber- 
culous abscesses in such a visible 
part as the neck are put in the 
coldest, darkest, least ventilated 
part of the room. Othess vith 
tuberculous heredity, or with heart 
disease, are given violent exercise 
in drill or games, which have in 
some cases to the writer’s knowledge 
resulted (though not necessarily in 
Shanghai) in such a shocking thing 
as death from haemorrhage or syn- 
cope before a large number of i 
pressionable and frightened chil 
dren, One has seen crowds of chil 
dren quite recently shivering before 
closed school-doors, and, again, 
frozen doorsteps. of schools, 
with orange peel strewn on, 
them to make them doubly 
danger-traps. There are very 
few schools in Shanghai that 
do not at times at least offend the 
olfactory organ. The critic is use- 
less unless he has useful suggestions 
to make. A post Graduate Course 
for Teachers, both in the subject- 
matter and in the methods of teach- 
ing, is evidently desirable. At a 
recent prizegiving at St. John’s 
Col'ece, reference was made to the 
need for a School of Pedagogy, or 
in more ordinary phraseology a 
Training School for Teachers. It 
has heen the experience of teachers 
in all places, that within a very few 
years of the erection of » normal 
school it is impossible to obtain any 
new post unless possessed of one of 
its dinlomas. Tt behoves the 
present generation of teachers in 
Shinghai to. anticipate and avoid 
this cause f non-employment by 
well-arranged courses of lectures 
and practical demonstrations given 
in the evening or on Saturdays or 
conceivably even at school on school 
days by specialist teachers, and by 
specialista of other _ professions 
gifted with some teaching power 
and experience. After all, the ex- 
cuse for this paper must be that the 
word ‘‘doetor” originally means 
“teacher.” and the doctor who has 
iven up learning and never at- 
tempts to teach is unworthy of the 
name. 


























HOW TURKEY WAS PUSHED INTO WAR 


BY 


GERMANY. 





INTERESTING NARRATIVE OF THE RUSSIAN ORANGE 
BOOK. 





Turkey’s uneasy progress on the 
road to war is described in an Or- 
ange Book published by the Russian 
Government covering diplomatic r 
lations with Constantinople from 
July 1 until. November 1. The 
ninety-eight documents published, 
letters, despatches, and telegrams, 
are illuminating on the distracted 
state of Turkish officialdom, its 
dubious diplomacy, and the exceed- 
ingly strong pressure brought to 

r by Germany in compelling 
Turkey to become her ally. 


Grand Vizier's View. 

On August 1, the Russian Am- 
bassador at Constantinople sent 
the following telegram to the Rus- 
sian Minister for Foreign Affaii 
The Grand Vizier has confidenti 
informed me that the Aust 
Gorman Ambassadors are incessant- 
ly endeavouring to compel Turkey 
to join them in the war, though 
they have not formulated any de- 
finite proposition. The Grand Viz~ 
ivr personally holds the view that) 
Turkey should maintain strict neu- 
trality. From trustworthy  sour- 
cos, T learn that some members of 
the Turkish Government insist upon 
an immediate alliance with Germany 
and Austria, but the Government, 
would prefer to dissolve rather 
than enter upon political _adven- 
turss. Nevertheless, I am of opin- 
ion that if Turkey thinks she can 
undertake military operations with- 
out risk of serious consequences 
later on, she will throw in her lot 
with Germany and Austria. (sign- 
ed, de Giers. 

In a following message, the Am- 
hassador intimated that the same 
information had been conveyed to 
hand French Ambas- 



































‘The Turkish Mobilization. 

On August 2, the Russian Am- 
bassador telegraphed to M. Sassan- 
off: ~As Tam informed that Turkey 
has decided to make full mobiliza- 
tion, T immediately called upon 
the Grand Vizier and inquired of 
him the object of the mobilization. 
Hei dm that the report of 
mobilization was correct, but he was 
ignorant as to what troops would 
te ealled up. He only knows that 
thas ben decided to collect an 
ay in Thrace and the Bosphorus, 
ring 3 against Bnl- 
wsia, hut there is ne intention of 
rkish treops on the 
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tary officers and agents in Constan- 
tinople to push Turkey into the war 
a6 an ally of Germany, but it ap- 
peared that the Porte had no cour- 
age for such @ step, dissembling in 
the hope of soon being able clearly 
to foresee the result of the struggle 
between Russia and Germany. 
Meanwhile, the Grand Vizier con- 
tinued to assure the British and 
French Ambassadors that recruits 
hrought from Anatolia wore bound 
for Thrace. 


German Agents Obstinate. 

On August 3, M. de Giers tele- 
graphed to Petrograd saying he had 
received from the Grand Vizier an 
assurance that the Porte was ab- 
solutely ready to dismiss all Ger- 
man officers, and that this readi- 
nos had been reported by the Min- 
ister of War, Enver Pasha, to Gen- 
eral Liman von Sanders, a hint that 
his German officers. might return 
home at any time and that. Turkey 
had no object in further retaining 
their services. General von Sand- 
ers replied that he had received or- 
ders from Berlin to remain in Con- 
stantinople. On August 4, M. de 
Giers informed the Russian For- 
vign Office that the Turkish Council 
of Ministers had decided to main- 
tain strict neutrality, and that the 
Bosphorus and. the Dardanelles 
would be mined. 

On the following day, the Rus- 
sian Ambassador informed his Gov- 
ernment that the Turkish Minister 
of War had positively assured him 
that Turkey had insisted upon the 
return of all German officers, but 
that they had declined to leave, En- 
ver Bey expressed the opinion that 
they were remaining in Constan- 
tinople with the deliberate  inten- 
tion of involving Turkey in some 
complication. 


Enter the Goebon. 


The Goeben and Breslau now ap- 
pear on the scene, and on August 8 
M. Sassanoff instructed the Rus- 
sian Ambassador at Constantinople 
to take joint action with the British 
and French Ambassadors with 
view to preventing the two German 
cruisers entering the Dardanelles. 
‘The Grand Vizier gave an assurance 
that they would not be admitted, 
and he added that he would be 
grateful to the three Powers if they 
‘would take measures to prevent the 
Goclon and Breslau entering Tur- 
Kish waters, 

On the following day the Grand 
Vizier said that, if the two cruisers 
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entered the Dardanelles, the Turk- 
ish Government would not take 
action against any movement by the 
Black Sea Fleet to destroy them, 
but he asked that the Russian Fleet 
be instructed not to damage the 
Turkish fortifications. At the same 
time the British Ambassador at 
Constantinople was instructed by 
his Government to insist upon the 
disarmament of the Goeben and 
Breslau. 





Strong Warning from Russia. 

With the knowledge that the two 
vessels were in the Dardane' 
the Russian Foreign Office advised 
their Ambassador that, if Turkey 
began operations directly against 
Russia, these operations would not 
disturb the Russian plans, but he 
would make the Porte understand 
that any hostile step would imperil 
the existence of Turkey, withour 
seriously affecting the Russian 
operations. The text of this tele- 
gram was communicated to Paris 
and London, 

Notwithstanding this warning, 
on August 12 the Russian Am- 
bassador was in a position to in- 
form Petrograd that the Goeben 
and Breslau had been purchased by 
Turkey in order to replace the 
Turkish drendnoughts seized by 
the British Government. The 
bassador said he had received an 
assurance from the Grand Vizier 
that the German crews would be 
replaced by Turkish crews, and that 
the British admiral was at liberty 
personally to ascertain whether anv 
Germans remained on board these 
ships. 

An important telegram 
despatched by the Russian + 
ter at Athens on August 19, 

“TI am informed,” he said, “from 
trustworthy sources that the Ger 
man Minister of Foreign Affairs 
in reply to a protest by Greece 
against the purchase by Turkey of 
the Gorben and Breslau, state 
the name of the German Govern 
ment, that the purehase of the 
ships from Germany was never 
completed. Both ships remains Ger 
man ships.” 
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Activity of German Officers. 

Next day the Russian Am 
bassador at Constantinople warned 
his Government that German of. 
ficers were exceedingly active th 
and were absolutely dominatin 
the Turkish authorities, and it wa: 
very doubtful whether the Grand 
Vizier, the Minister of Finance 
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permit a free passage to. merchant 
vessels of the Allies through — the 
Dardenelles. At the same time 
the German officers on the Goeben 
and Breslau would be dismissed, 
and Turkey would even consent to 
the removal of all German naval 
and military officers then in the 
country. 

‘The course of events was quite 
different from that suggested _ by 
the Grand Vizier’s _ proposition. 
On August 27 new parties of Ger- 
‘man engineers and sailors, in com- 
mand of a German Admit: ar- 
rived at Constantinople, so much 
to the surprise of the Grand Vizier 
that he was disposed to protest. 
Two days later the Russian Am- 
bassador learned that 800 German 
instructors” had arrived at 
Adrianople, and that another 150 
were at Constantinople, and that 
their objective was Erzerum on the 
Caucasian frontier. He further 
learned that all German reservists 
and volunteers in Turkey who had 
been unable to return to Germany 
were under orders to join the 
Turkish army. 


A Promise and How Kept. 

On September 2 the Russian 
Ambassador informed his Govern- 
ment that the Turkish Naval 
Minister had given to him his word 
of honour that no German sailors 
would be permitted to remain in 
the Turkish fleet, and that they 
would all be sent away within a» 
fortnight. He expressed his per- 
sonal conviction that Turkey's 
partici in the war would bring 
about the downfall of the Turkish 
Empire, 

Negotiations concerning the 
abolition of capitulations and the 
guarantee of Turkey's integrity 
were interrunted by the arrival at 
Constantinople of seventy-five cars 
Inden with munitions of war, and 
active military preparations in the 
Dardanelies under the direction of 
General Weber Pasha. 

On September 12 the Porte 
received from Berlin a formal 
command to fulfil obligations as the 
ally of Germany, and without wait- 
ing for the completion of the 
Dardanelles fortifications, attack 
‘eypt and Odessa. The complicat- 
ed course of negotiations is shown 
‘by the fact that while on Septem- 
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ber 92 the Grand Vizier again as- 
sured the Russian, British and 
French Ambassadors that Turkey 
would do nothing hostile to Russia, 
the Goeben and the Breslau left for 
the Black Sea under orders from 
Enver Pasha. The Russian Am- 
bassador in a despatch of this date 
speaks of the extraordinary pres- 
sure brought to bear on the Turkish 
Government by Germany. 


Turkish Papers Bribed, 

He notes also that five of the 
most important Turkish newspapers 
were purchased by Germany and 
Austria, each newspaper receiving 
2,500 Turkish pounds from Germany 
and 1,000 Turkish pounds from 
A ‘ia, and he adds that decisive 
action by Turkey was only delayed 
through Inck of funds. 

On September 27 the German 
and Austrian Ambassadors renewed 
their attempts to compel Turkey 
to declare war. On the same day 
a Turkish torpedo-destroyer was 
st»pped by the British fleet near 
the Dardanelles, the — British 
squadron having ‘received orders 
not to permit any man-of-war to 
Ieave the Dardanelles. The com- 
mander of the Dardanelles at once 
closed these waters to ships of the 
Allies, but his order was at once 
countermanded by the Council of 
Ministers on condition that the 
British squadron would retire to 
Lemnos. 

By October 2 the attitude of the 
G an and Austrian Ambassadors 
had become threatening, their in- 
sistence being that some measures 
should be taken against the Russian 
fleet in the Black Sea—they desired 
‘x sudden attack to be made—and 
pointed out that, if the Russian fleet 
could be at once destroyed, 
onestion of Bulgaria and 
a joining with Germany and 
and Turkey would be de- 
and that would bring the war 
to a speedy end. 


Moderate Efforts for Peace. 
In his despatch on the following 
day the Russian Ambassador notes 
the collapse of the German Press 
campaign in Constantinople, ‘The 
populace had been fed with reports 
of nan Suc ‘ses everywhere, 
but news leaked out about the 
Austrian disaster in Galicia and 
the Russian operations in East 
Prussia, and it had a sobering effect 
upon the moderates, But it was to 
expoeteds the Ambassador — ab 
ay would make 
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The British Ambassador, Sir Louis 
Malet, on October 4, was received 
by the Sultan and was assured that 
Turkey had no hostile intention 
and that the German sailors would 
be removed in a few days. The 
British Ambassador informed him 
‘that as soon as the war with Austria 
and Germany was finished Great 
Britain would return both the 
Dreadnoughts which had been taken 
‘ove: by the British Government, 


German Seizure of Merchandise. 


An interesting development is 
reported on October 9, when the 
Germans opened an_ establishment 
at Constantinople under the name 
toppen-Komando,” the object 
ich was to seize foreign goods 
arriving in Turkish ports. It was 
stated on each receipt given to the 
merchants that the goods had been 
seized for the German Government 
On October 13 the Russian Ambas- 
sador was advised that ten Russian 
and ten Rumanian flags had been 
sent to the Goeben and Breslau. 

German pressure upon Turkey 
was strongly maintained during all 
this time, and on October 15 the 
Grand Vizier informed the German 
Ambassador that Turkey was willing 
to begin hostilities but her financial 
position did not permit of this being 
done. Next day a secret agreement 
was entered into between Enver 
Bey and the German Ambassador, 
and the first instalment of a German 
loan was paid. A second instalment 
was to be paid five days later, and 
Enver Pasha undertook to obtain 
from the Grand Vizier a definite de- 
claration that Turkey would declare 
war, promising to compel him to 
retire if this declaration was not 
forthcoming, 

On October 28, acting in conjune- 
tion with the representatives of 
Great Britain and France, the 
Russian Ambassador placed two al- 
ternatives before the Turkish Go- 
vernment: either they must dismiss 
General Liman von Sanders and all 
other German officers, or they must 
definitely break off negotiations with 
the Allies. 


The Grand ‘Vizier Helpless. 
On the following day M. Sassanoff 
sent a telegram to the Russian Am- 
bassador announcing the attack by 
the Goeben and Breslau upon Odes- 
sa and Theodosia, and _ instructing 
him to leave Constantinople. The 
Ambassador was unable to see the 
Grand Vi sickness being given 
as an excuse for non-appearance, 
but in a later despatch, on October 
30, the Ambassador informed M. 
Sassanoff that the Vizier had told 
him that the attack npon Odessa 
was made exclusively upon German 
initiative, and the Grand Vizier 
added that even though the Amibas. 
sador was returning to Petrograd 
he would still attempt to bring 
about. a reconciliation with the Rus- 
sian Foreign Office. 
“T did not doubt his eood-will.” 
commented the Ambassador, “but 
the Grand Vivier is without power 



































and his fall is imminent.” In the 
final conversations with the three 
Ministers the Grand Vizier repeated 
that Turkey was being thrust into 
the war. 


OUR HARBIN LEITER. 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
INNER MONGOLIA. 





From Our Own Correspondent. 
Harbin, Jan, 31. 

The decision of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to open two new “‘marts ” 
in Inner Eastern Mongolia to in- 
ternational trade indicates the fact 
that China intends to absorb these 
fich grasslands of the Mongols 
without further delay and thus add 
to the present area of the Three 
Eastern Provinoes several thou- 
sands of new arable acres, 

Taonan, which lies on the Tor 
River, a tributary of the Nonni, 
which itself flows into the Sungari 
some thirty miles further south, 
has for a long time back been a 
trading mart between Chinese and 
Mongol. It is more of an over- 
grown village than a town, quite 
Chinese in appearance, for the 
population is principally Chinese, 
thongh, as in other border cities 
such as Changchun, Petuna, ete, 
the Mongol Lamas own a great deal 
of the real estate. 


Lands of Prince Wu Tai. 

Most of the land in the neigh- 
bourhood of Taonan belonged to the 
Mongol Prince, Wu Tai, who on de- 
feat of his troops fied to Outer 
Mongolia. Some of it was already 
under cultivation, having been 
rented to Chinese  agriculturists. 
The Mongolians themselves do not 
care for this occupation, preferring 
a nomadic life. Through confisca- 
of all Wu Tai’s lands the 
jinese Government finds itself the 
possessor of large tracks of rich 
arable soil, which no doubt will 
y soon be entirely cultivated by 
y Chinese farmers. 

There is a great future for this 
district, of which Taoran is the 
central point, and no doubt the 
officials will not take a long time 
to find out the necessity of a rail- 
way to link up with the main lines, 
the cart routes at present being one 
to Petuna, lying nearly 300 li to the 
ast. another running south-east to 
Changchun, some 600 1i distant, and 
the main north road which stretches 
frit Hsinmingtan in the south to 
Tsitsihar in the north, and is over 
1,200 Ji in length. 

The question as to which route 
the new railway line will follow 
is a delicate one, fo 
© consider all this 
south of Taonan as 
of influence, and will 
jemand participation in the _ con 
struction of the new Tine, — Most 






































probably they will want it under 
joint’ management, though they 
may be satisfied as with the Chang- 
chun-Kirin Railway to have merely 
a Japanese Engineer-in-Chief and 
Chief Accountant. 


South Manchurian Rivalry, 

This being the case, the best 
route is hardly likely to be decided 
upon, namely, from Taonan to 
Fakumen and from there to link 
up with the Mukden-Peking line, 
From a purely Chinese point of 
view this would prove the most 
profitable in every way, as it 
would not only pass through good 
cultivable land but shorten trans- 
port of produce destined either for 
Tientsin or for export from Chinese 
rts, The Japanese, in order that 
this new line may act as a feeder 
to the South Manchurian Railway 
main line, will bring pressure to 
bear that one of the terminal pointe 
shall be a town along the South 
Manchurian Railway, and the fur- 
ther north the better it will ue ‘or 
the Japanese, for it means more 
freight for their main line. The 
terminus which wil] eventually be 
decided upon will be somewhere be- 
tween Kaiyuan and Changchun, for 
te carry it further south or to have 
at Mukden, would not at all suit 
Jay anese books. 

With the covstruction of this 
<uthern line decided upon, it is 
ly it will be extended —north-

influence and eventually link up 
with the Chinese Eastern Railway 
at the jumping-off point for Tsit- 
r, for the capital of Heiling. 
Kiang province lies some way back 
from the main line, a narrow-gauge 
Chinese owned railway connecting 
the city with the Russian railway 
s« ttlement. 














‘Buss‘a’s Point of View. 


Whether the Russian Govern- 
ment will agree to the construction 
ef the Taonan-Tsitsihar line, even 
witl. joint financing and nanage- 
ment, is at the present moment a 
very difficult question to answer, 
fcr unlike railways from points 
like Hulan, Argun, Ninguta, which 
will link up with the Chinese East- 
evn trunk line and eo act as feeders 
tit, this northern line from Tao- 
nar, would rather tend to take away 
errnings from the Chinese Eastern 
Railway. for Manchurian and Mon. 
colian products could be — more 
economically sent to southern 
cities by this new line which will 
join up with the South Manchuria 
Railway. 

As the Chinese Eastern Railway 
Co». authorities are fully alive to the 
possibilities of Eastern Inner Mon 
colin, their Commercial Depart- 
ment having covered all this ground 
and collected @ mass of informa. 
tion and statistics, it is quite pos- 
sible that, in order not to lose get- 
ting a share of the new trade that 
will spring up in the Taonan di 
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they will try to obtain the 
jan Government’s consent to 
finance or partly finance a ew line 
between Taonan and the station 
Talaichiao, which lies some 600 li 
due east of the former town and 
is conveniently situated on the 
bank of the Sungari. It is the 
terminus of steamers running on 
the river to Kirin, navigation be- 
weer this point and Petuna being 
vory difficult except for :maller 

ese craft. Steamers, a’so, go- 
ing up the river from Harbin do 
not go farther than Petuna. 


























Wheels Within Wheels. 

This matter of railways in North 
Manchuria can only be decided in 
Petrograd, where the Chinese East- 
ern Railway has many opponents 
to any extension schemes which 
will involve the raising of further 
capital, for though the Railway is 
making a profit which is increasing 
yearly it has no available liquid 
capital for the construction of new 
lines. 

Thus Russia with her hands full 
at the present moment is unlikely 
vither to sanction or participate 
the construction of new railways in 
her sphere of influence if of 
political importance to her, until 
peace has been declared, though she 
may offer no objections to the 
Chinese building minor lines with 
purely Chinese capital for these, 
acting as feeders to the Chinese 
Eastern Railway's main line will 
indirectly benefit her, without in- 
terfering with the satus quo. 

As is already publicly known, 
Director Wu of the Changchun: 
Kirin Railway, who is himself an 
American trained engineer, —re- 
cently reported favourably to the 
Tsitsihar authorities regarding the 
construction of « line from Hulan 
through a flat and very rich agricul- 
tural district, which offers a0 ser- 
ious engineering difficulties and can 
be cheaply built. The matter is 
now having the consideration of 
the Peking Government, and if the 
Russian authorities put no diffi 




















culties in the way, the building of

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OUR PARIS LETTER. 


REPORT OF THE FRENCH 
COMMISSION 





Prom Our Own Correspondent. 
Paris, Jan. 9. 

Only a few days ago, M. 
Clemenceau, that candid critic of 
the Government, was complaining 
that nothing had been done to let 
the world know how the German 
army had treated the civilian popu- 
lation of France. Innumerable 
outrages, he said, have been per- 
petrated, but we fail to enlist the 
public opinion of the world on our 
side by stating the facts. 

One result of this reticence was 
that Mrs, Herrick, wife of the 
retiring American Ambassador who 
returned home a few weeks ago, 
reported by a Boston paper as 














ing said that she did not be- 
lieve in the stories of German 
atrocities and that she did not} 





know of a single instance in which 
any of these reports had been stb- 
stantiated. If it were possible for 
Mrs. Herrick to entertain — such 
opinions, M. Clemenerau argued, it 
is quite probable that_ many 


res 
presentatives of neutral countries 
in France are advising their Gov- 
ernments that no credence need 


be placed in these atrocity stories. 

M. Clemenceau was a little hasty 
in his criticism (not for the first! 
time). The Government was 
possession, when his remarks were 
published, of an official report on 
the exploits of the German army 








in those parts of France which 
have been wrested from the in- 
vader’s grasp, and the Govern- 


ments reticence was explained by 
the very wise determination not to’ 
act on insufficient information. and 
te wait until all available evidence 
had been taken and sifted. 


Personnel of the Commission. 

This report has now been pub- 
lished. Tt is the work of four 
responsible officials of high rank— 
M. Georges Payelle, first presi 
dent of the Cour des Comptes, 
‘one of the highest and most in- 
dependent institutions in France, 
corresponding to some extent to 
the British Exchequer and Audit 
Department; M. Armand Mollard. 
Minister Plenipotentiary, who was 








-|for_ many years Chef du Protocole, 


or Director of Diplomatic Ceremon-| 
ies; M. Georges Maringer, a mem- 
ber of the Conseil d’Etat, which 
decides litigation betworn. the 
Stat: and private individuals; and 
M. Edmond Paillot, a judge of the 
Court of Cassation, all men of the 
highest integrity and intelligen 

They were empowered by decree 
towards the end of September to 
collect evidence in the invaded dis- 
triets, so that there should be a 
+ Benuine record of the manner in 
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which the invader comported him- 
self towards French non-combatants. 

The report consists of a preamble 
summarizing the results of their 
inquiries, and a long list, giving 
chapter and verse, of outrages of 
all kinds which might have been 
expected from savages, but not 
from the highly disciplined troops 
of the German Empire. 

There is no sign of passion or 
patriotic vindictiveness about the 
report. In the opening passages, 
M. Payelle and his colleagues say: 

“We have included only a part of 
the evidence collected, because we 
have subjected every ‘statement to 





the strictest. examination. We 
have recorded nothing but clearly 
established crimes, leaving aside 





everything that was not. confirmed 
to our satisfaction or might have 
resulted from a genuine act of war 





instead of voluntary excesses. We 
are fully convinced that the 
veracity of the statements con- 
tained in our report cannot be 


seriously disputed. They are not 
hased merely on our personal im- 
pressions, but on photographs and 
fon sworn testimony taken in pro- 
per judicial form.” 

So much for the spirit in which 
the investigators accomplished their 
task, As to their personal feclings 
they say: 

“Our task would have been really 
too painful but for the encourage- 
ment we derived from the cheerful- 
ness of our troops and the dignified 
resignation with which the —in- 
habitants of the districts we visited 
supported unprecedented calamities. 
In Lorraine, for instance, which 
has been so often ravaged by war- 
fare, we did not hear a single com: 
plaint, and yet the frightful misery 
we saw far excevded, in extent 
and horror, anything that could 
have been imagined. On all sides 
there are nothing but ruins. Whole 
villages have been destroyed by 
artillery or by fire. Towns former- 
ly full of animation are now deserts 
strewn with ruins; and when we 
visited the places in which the 
invader’s torch had done its work, 
it seemed as if we were walking 
amid the ruins of one of those cities 
of antiquity which were destroyed 
by some great cataclysm of nature. 

“We venture to say that never 
has any war between civilized 
nations been characterized Fy such 
savagery and ferocity as the war 
now being waged on our territory 
by an implacable cnemy. — Theft. 
outrage, arson and murder are 
constantly practised by him, and 
the facts laid before us dny by day 
not only constitute crimes at com- 
mon law which are severely tunish: 
ed by all civilized nations but also 
indicate an astonishing regression 
in German mentality since 1870. 
Outrages on women and girls have 


























occurred with extraordinary fre- 
quency. We have recorded 2 

number of these cases, but ther 
are only a small part of | thos 
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brought under our notice. For 
reasons worthy of all respect, the 
victims of these abominable crimes 
generally decline to reveal them. 
Fewer crimes of this nature would 
no doubt have been committed had 
the officers exerted their authority, 
but even if these offences are con- 
sidered merely as individual ex- 
cesses, we cannot say the same of 
arson, theft and murder, for which 
officers of even the highest rank 
must be held responsible.”” 


Murder the Daily Work. 

“In most of the places in which 
we pursued our inquiries, we ob- 
served that the German army in- 
variably expressed the greatest dis. 
regard for human life, that the 
soldiers and even officers did not 
hesitate to finish off the wounded, 
that they pitilessly slaughtered in- 
offensive inhabitants, and spared 
neither the women, the aged nor 
the young. Terrible examples of 
this were given at — Lunéville 
Gerbéviller, Nomény and _ Sen 
Tt seems impossible to believe that 
all this shedding of blood should 
have been perpetrated without some 
reason, and yet this was the case. 
The Germans have always used the 
same pretext—that they were fired 
upon by civilians. We have had 
ample evidence that in many cases 
the Germans themselves began the 
firing which served them as an ex- 
couse for asserting that they had 
been attacked by innocent people 
whom they had resolved to ruin or 
slaughter, 














“Not only human life but in- 
dividual liberty is an object of 
Serislon with the Germans. Tn 


every district French pearle 
of iy ages have been torn from 
thoir homes and dragged away to 
Many died of were killed 
on the way. Arson is still more fre- 
quently employed than murder by 
the German army, either as a means 
of systematic devastation or of 
intimidation. The German army 











is specially equipped for this pur- 
pose with torches, grenades, sticks 
of inflammable material, petroleum 
pumps and bags of special capsules. 
Its incendiary fury is chiefly ex- 
erted against churches and other 
buildings having some artistic or 
historic interest, but thousands of| 
private houses have been de- 
liberately burned, without counting 
those set on fire as the direct out- 
come of hostilities.” 


Pillage. 

“As regards looting, we have had 
evidence of this wherever we went 
land we do not hesitate to say that 
it is a regular practice for the 
German troops to indulge in sys- 
tematically organized pillage, in 
the presence of and frequently. 
with the participation of their 
officers. Cellars have been emptied 
to the last bottle, safes broken 
open and large sums of money 
stolen or extorted from inhabitants; 
A great quantity of silver, jewellery, 











pictures, furniture, works of art, 
linen, bicycles, women's attire 
sewing-machines and even child- 
ren’s toys have been loaded on 
carts and taken away to the 
frontier. Whenever any of the 
unfortunate owners objected the 


fusual reply was "What do you ex- 
pect? War is war.”

This report, if translated 
‘in full, would fill the greater part 
of an issue of the ‘“North-China 
Daily News.” Obviously the 
evidence consists of ez-parte state- 
ments, and, in fact, it can hardly 
be otherwise in time of war, but, 
even making a large allowance for 
exaggerations and untruths, it is 
impossible to avoid the conclusion 
that part of the German system of 
making war is to tetrorize the in- 
habitants of the invaded districts, 
80 as to prevent them from ham- 
pering the German communications 
and reporting their movements to 
the French; that in pursuit of this 
deliberate policy a considerable 
number of German officers and 
men are ready to commit cowardly 
and brutal crimes in obedience to 
the belief that, being committed 
in the interests of the Fatherland, 
such crimes are excusable. 

No doubt this policy pays well 
so long as one can be sure of keep- 
ing the upper hand, but it will 
make the name of Germany stink 
in the world’s nostrils and swell 
the bill she will have to pay when 
the day of reckoning comes. So 
long as these unspeakable horrors 
are remembered, how can there be 
peace and goodwill between France 
and Germany, and with what 
loathing do the French regard the 
hypocritienl remarks of the German 
Press ax to there being no real 
enmity in Germany for France!

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ing the godowns and offices of the 
China Merchants’ Steamship Com- 
pany two days ago. While only 
six or seven shops and some other 
buildings were destroyed, the thir- 
ten-year-old son of the owners of 
the shop where the fire started was 
cremated, being asleep in an upper 
room which immediately filled with 
smoke and flames. Three of the 
shops destroyed were on the south 
side of the street, just at the back 
of the godown saved, and were the 
property of the China Merchants’ 
Steamship Company. These were 
torn rather than burned down, 
and this kept the fire from spread- 
ing further, as the wind was blow- 
ing in that direction. 

As I watched the people clearing 
away the broken tile and brick and 
other rubbish, and piling it on to 
the premises of tho people where 
‘the fire started, I was reminded of 
one of the noeds of better Iaws and 
better customs. No matter wheth 
er the fire is accidental or not, the 
people who own the premises 
where the firo starts are called 
upon to have others heap upon 
them burdens of rubbish that are 
not wholly comprised of broken tile 
and brick. 


New Year Oclebrations. 


‘As one walked along the main 
streets of the city and suburbs on 
New Year's morning, more peeple 
were found on the streets than T 
have ever seen before at such a 
time. This indicates that more of| 
the people go to bed on the Inst 
night of the yoar than used to be 
the case. Another thing that was 
noticed is this: more shops were 
found to be open and doing busi- 
ness than I have ever seen before 
on New Year's Day in Ningpo: and 
T have known Ningpo for about 
twenty-two years. 

There have been, too, fewer fire- 





crackers than usual. This is a 
change that one greatly appre: 
ciates, as it helps one to get 


through the last few nights of the 
old year with much more comfort. 
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Increasing numbers of Japanese. 

It may not be true that more 
Japanese than formerly are now re- 
siding in Ningpo; for the larger 
numbers that one has seen on the 
streets lately may be simply mak- 
ing brief visits to this port. But 
as several Japanese shops have 
appeared in places where they hay 
not been noted before, one is in- 
clined to think that more of them 
are now making their home in 
Ningpo. In some lines of business 
a few Japanese shops here might 
greatly help trade; for the native 
Ningpo people seem very conserva- 
tive in many ways.

A SHANGHAI MAN 
IN THE TRENCHES. 


LETTER FROM LIEUT. F. 





DEFRIES. 
A correspondent has been kind 
enough to send us the following letter 
received in Shanghai a few ago from 








Lieut. F. Defries who, with other mem: 
bers of the Middlesex Regiment, is 
attached to the Ist Batt, West Yorkshire 
Regiment, 

I don't quite remember, says the 
writer, when I wrote to you last or 
what I told you in my Jast letter. 
I received orders to join the Expedi- 
tionary Force on December 10, at 
about 12.5 a.m. (midnight) and left 
at about 5.30 a.m, on the 1th. 
Fortunately I was not kept hanging 
about at the base but came straight 
up to the firing line. I found the 
battalion in billets in support and 
we remained there until Boxing Day. 

On the evening of Boxing Day 











we moved into the trenches, where 
we have been until last night. The 
trenches are all right in fine wea- 


ther, but in wet weather with a 
heavy soil they are the extreme of 
discomfort. (You will understand 
that I could not write to you in the 
trenches : we are in billets for a few 
days before returning to them.) 
Ours are in a soil like friable clay. 
The rain has been extremely heavy, 
causing their sides and the parapets 
to fall in. 

In many places there were also 
small springs in the ground which 
prevented ux making deep trenches 
I had a good section of trench at 
first, but was afterwards moved to 
a very bad part. 
no cover, because we could not mak 
onr trenches deep and we could ne 
























our parapets high, and the 
rman snipers were busy all the 
eral very narrow 


ved np and down 
platoon, 
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‘Under Shrapnel Fire, 

One night, in order to improve our 
position, I was having an earth wall 
built in a place where there was no 
cover whatever. We used old biscuit 
tins (about 2-ft. square) filled with 
earth in order to get drainage and 
prevent the wall falling under the 
rain. It was night, of course, for 
you can only work at night, but the 
moon was almost as bright as a 
searchlight. The Germans could no 
doubt see that we were working, 
I think they formed the impression 
that we were building = gun em- 
placement. Suddenly a shell burst 
right in front of our working party. 
I saw a great flash and heard a roar 
and ducked smartly. As T came w 
Theard another roar and saw at 
other flash. Two shrapnel shells 
had burst right over the front of our 
trench. Two of my working party 
were wounded and the rest of us 
had narrow escapes. A sentry had a 
hole through the front of his cap 
tis difficult to see how he missed 
being struck—and the rest of us 
were splashed, but no more damage 
was done. 

The following night about the 
same time they sent us over some 
more shells. Fortunately, I had no 
working party on at the moment. 
I myself wns going through t 
trench and had stopped to speak 
toa sentry. The first shell knocked 
some earth over us and the blast 
of the second one threw me 
off my balance as I got down un- 
der cover, but no damage at all 
was done. The third night the 
Germans again shelled the sa 
spot, but without result, 


Fatigue and Bad Weather, 

The chief point about trench life 
is that one gets so tired. An office 
cannot rest much during the day if 
any work has to be done and during 
the night he has to turn out several 
times to visit the sentries, After 
about ten daysa few days of rest 
are absolutely essential if your effi 
ciency is not to be impaired. 

Where we are the Germans are al 
most all round us. We have pushed 
wedge into their lines and we have 
to hold the sides and the apex of 
the wedge. Guns fire continuously 
and rifle fire and sniping are inces- 
sant. My platoon, original strength 
forty-four including myself, lost two 
killed and three wounded during 
our tura in the trenches, T hope we 
we shall be a little luckier the next 
time, Tf we go on like that T shall 
have no men left very soon. 

Tonight I have to take out a 
































working party of 100 men. 
‘The Germans have a search- 
light which they play on us 


and their snipers get to work; 
sometimes the guns join in and shell 
us. Still, they get very few hits and 
they have to be ignored, except 
that we lie down under shell fire. 
The rain is coming down in buckets 














and strong wind is blowing. 


Celebrating the New Year. 
On New Year's Eve the Germans 
sent a few men forward out of their 
trenches, who fired at us and_pro- 
voked us to reply. We kept up a 
good warm fire for some little time 
and then they withdrew. We had no 
casualties, and I expect they had 
none either. My own opinion is that 
they merely wanted a firework dis. 
play to celebrate the occasion. 
When it was over, they sang 
and cheered and we did the 
same, A lot of them know 
English very well, of course, and 
they shout remarks to us across 
from their lines. The distance here 
is not more than 350 yards and you 
can hear their voices plainly. It is 
very risky getting out of the tren- 
ches to talk to them, as some of our 
men did on Christmas Day and on 
New Year's Day. Anything may 
excite the suspicions of one side or 
the other and fire will be opened at 
once. There were several accidents 
of thir sort. 











Mud from Head to Foot. 


I wish you could see us, We are 
wet through continually and are 
mud from head to foot. There is no 
opportunity of drying or cleaning 
oneself until we get out of the tren 
ches. By then the mud is an inch 
deep and beaten into the fibre of 
your clothes. 1 wear a burberry 
continually, even sleeping in it very 
often, in spite of the wet mud on it. 
It does at least keep one’s coat 
























There are record rains all over this 
part of che world, including England, 
where serious floods are reported. 
This will give you some idea of the 
conditions under which we are wag- 
ing war. It is very. striking that 
everybody remains so cheerful. The 
Germans, I should imagine, must be 
even worse off than we are.

The first meeting of the year at 
Kiangwan opened on Tuesday with 
an excellent programme.

FEVER IN PUBLIC VEHICLES. 

To the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Cuins Datty News." 

Siz,—I notice in the “ Municipal 
Gazette” published on ‘Thursday 
tast that the Heaith Department of 
the Municipal Council reports great 
Prevalence of smallpox and scarlet 
tever, and advises precautionary 
measures to the general public. 

Might I suggest that it would be 
advisable to send a Health Officer 
frequently to inspect the passengers 
on the trams, especially the Rifle 
Range and Yangtszepoo cars and 
those on which Chinese women and 
children travel at 2nd class rates ip 
1st class cars. 

I have several times lately seen 
in the Ist class 8 both Chinese 
and Japanese visibly recov 
from smallpox; in two cases during 
the present week’with the scars 
hardly healed. A day or two ago a 
Chinese child (with its mother) 
came on the car I was in, peeling 
from scarlet fever. This is a shame- 
ful menace to public health. 








There may, or may not, be al,” 


remedy in the way of a penalty 
which can be enforced, of that I 
know nothing; but at least such 
cases should be turned off the car 
by # health officer. A foreigner is 
helpless unless he can speak Chinese.

Sir,—We have lately had in 
Shanghai e considerable number of 
severe and fatal cases of smallpox, 
and on inquiry it was found that 
not one of them had been vaccinat- 
2d during the last twenty or thirty 
years, while of the fatal cases at 
least half had never been vaccinat- 
ed and the remainder only in child- 
hood. 








Lf proof were wanted of the value 
of vaccination it is furnished by 
this evidence of its power to limit 
the sphere of action of smallpox 
to the imperfectly vaccinated. Vac- 
cination is the only reliable safe 
guard we have against smallpox 
and to neglct to avail oneself of 
its protective power is a suicidal 
policy to pureue in Shanghai, where 
one 18 exposed constantly to infec- 
tion from @ virulent form of the 
disease. Smallpox occurring among 
unvaccinated persons here is gen- 
erally fatal. 

It is not necessary to be vaccinat- 
ed every year, though excess in 
this direction does no harm, but it 
is most important that each per- 
son should be properly vaccinated 
‘at once on arrival in Shanghai and 
at intervals of three or four years 
afterwards As vaccine is more re. 
liable in winter than summer, it is 
well to select the former season for 
the operation. Smallpox is such a 
horrible and loathsoma disease that 
the temporary discomfort of a “bad 
arm” is a small price to pay for 
security from an attack.

Testimonial to Admiral Tseng. 


Admiral Tseng Ju-cheng has rend- 
ered the greatest possible service to 
the Shanghai people during his 
three years as Miltary Governor 
here, As a mark of gratitude, the 
gentry and many public bodies sent 
‘him various tokens on the afternoon 
of February 15. By previous ar- 
rangement, the representatives and 
delegates met at the Chinese Fire 
Station inside the Small South 
Gate at 2 p.m. on that day, before 
starting in procession for the Arsen- 
al, Two national flags led the pro- 
cession, followed by the band of the 
Woosung and Shanghai Constabul- 
ary, the band of the Poor House, 
and the band of the House for 
Children. Then came the eulogistic 
estay presented by the gentry, and 
a number of memorial tablets ex- 
pressing good wishes, loving re- 
membrance of the Admiral’s great 
deeds, and grateful sentiments, in- 
cluding those by the United. Fire 
Brigade, Chinese General Chamber 
and Nantao Chamber of Commerce, 
Benevolent Institute, Pootung Em- 
bankment Work Office, Chinese Red 
Cross Society and Woosung Cham- 

















ber of Commerce. Last in the pro- 
cession came a silver incense burner, 
a large vessel about 18 inches high 
and about 20 inches round, on 
which are engraved the characters 
denoting “The Clearance of the 
Realm.” 


Admiral Tseng’s Departure 





Admiral Tseng, who wore uniform, 
received the delegates graciously, 
bowing to them twice. Then Mr. 
Moh Hsiang-yao on behalf of the 
gentry, and Mr. Chow Ching-cheng, 
President of the Chinese General 
Chamber of Commerce, delivered 
their respective messages of affec- 
tion and gratitude, the latter adding 
that the Military Governor would, 
no doubt, lay the grievances and 








"| difficulties of the merchants before 


the President, and that his early re- 
turn to Shanghai and resumption of 
his responsible duties was earnest- 
ly expected. 

The Governor acknowledged the 
honour done him and thanked the 
delegates in an appropriate speech, 








declaring that he had only played a 
very moderate part during the st 
ring times, and that his success in 
dealing with various problems was 
mostly attributable to the instruc: 
tions from the Central Government 
as well as to the sound advice and 
ready co-operation given him by 
the Shanghai residents. The func- 
tion concluded at 3.30 p.m. when 
the delegates departed. 

Admiral Tseng, who had handed 
over his duties and decided to leave 
here for the Capital on February 
2, received a telegram on Wednes- 
day from the Government ordering 
him to postpone his departure. 
The Chinese Chambers of Com- 
merce and other bodies have been 
formally informed of this counter: 
command by the Director of the 
Office of Works and Taxes in the 
city upon instructions from _ the 
Arsenal. 


‘The Shanghai Arsenal. 

The post of Director of the Shang- 
hai Arsenal has been borne 
Admiral Tseng, concurrently with 
that of Military Governor. Major- 
General Hsiei Pang-ching was de- 
puted to act for him at the 
Arsenal during the Admiral’s tem- 
porary absence. Mr. Hsiei assum- 
ed charge on the llth instant. Gen- 
eral Yang Shan-teh, who is Military 
Governor of Sungkiang and also 
ander-in-Chief of the 4th 
Division of the ‘Army, can only ac- 
cept the duties of the Military 
Governor of Shanghai concurrently 
with his own duties, and no time of 
his can be spared to look after 
affairs at the Arsenal. General 
Yang took over the archives and

GOOD HEALTH IN 
SHANGHAI. 


PRECAUTIONS NECESSARY. 

At the meeting of the American 
Woman’s Club on ‘Tuesday, 
Dr, Arthur Stanley lectured upon 
health work in Shanghai. 

Dr. Stanley said that health was 
merely a matter of education and 
the need for individual care in avoid- 
ing contact with infection was be- 
coming more and more important. 
Sanitary science was a war against 
the animal and vegetable forms of 
life that produced disease in man. 
Tt wae the old struggle for the sur- 
vival of the fittest by the erection 
of bulwarks against those agencies 
which would exterminate man if be 
did not control them. 


The Work of Prevention, 

Dr. Stanley explained the work of 
the Shanghai Health Office in some 
detail. Beside other ‘work, the 
special diseases of |Shanghai and 
district were studied in the labora- 
tory with view to making rules 
for their prevention, Analyses were 
made of food as to purity and free- 
dom from disease infection, and 
other chemical, physical and biolog- 
ical tests were applied so that bene- 
fit to the public health might ensue. 
Foods were tested and analysed, 
impurities discovered and the sellers 
punished. Last year over 23,000 
examinations were made for disease- 
producing microbes, a large number 
of which were for plague in rate. 
Six hundred chemical analyses of 
foods, etc., were also made. Suffi- 
cient’ vaccine wae manufactured in 
the laboratory and iseued to the 
public during the year to protect 





by| 55,000 persona against smallpox. 


Since the beginning about 400 per- 
sons had received the Pasteur treat- 
ment against hydrophobia and many 
lives were thus saved. 

Dr. Stanley explained the steps 
taken by the Health Office to educate 
people in measures necessary for 
their protection. The supervision 
of the food supply was another im- 
portant duty of the Health Office, 
as so many diseases were caused by 
infected food. The most important 
work of the Health Office was the 
prevention of dangerous communic- 
able disease. Dr. Stanley explained 
measures that were taken in this re- 
gard. 


The Hardy Old Resident. 

In dealing with public health 
notices, Dr. Stanley said that 
Shanghai was by no means a death- 
trap, and there were some people 
who lived a perfectly healthy life 
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untouched by any sickness with no 
precautions whatever. From 4 
Health Officer’s point of view these 
fortunate people were rather 
nuisance. This sort of hardy old 
Bhanghai resident might sometimes 
be heard boasting to a crowd of ad- 
miring griffins that he had never 
followed the recommendations of 
the Health Office and outlived 
many who did. He usually sup- 
pressed the other side of the ques- 
tion, that many young lives were 
cut short by neglect of hygienic 
precautions. The great majority 
of people living in Shanghai had to 
take precautions if they wanted to 
keep well. Recently they had an 
example of the results of neglect of 
vaccination in the eight deaths 
among foreigners which took place 
last month through smallpox. 

The measures recommended by the 
Health Office were divided into 
public measures and individual 
measures, The public measures 
were carried out by the Health 
Office at the public request; the in- 
dividual or personal measures 
which were of equal, if not of grcat 
er value, should be carried out by 
individuals. If each member of 
audience followed the simple rules 
and got ten others to do the same, 
it would be a splendid work. Each 








person should be his own Health 
Officer in his own house. Very 
people regarded the Health Office 
and the Sanitary Inspector ‘n t)e 
proper light, namely, as their «cn- 
fidential adviser and friendly coun 
sellor in all domestic sanitary mst- 
ters, 





THE ART OF 
PORTRAITURE. 


LEUTURE BEFORE THE 
PHOTOGRAPHIC SOCIETY. 


The members of the Photographic 
Society of Shanghai spent a very 
enjoyable and profitable hour at 
the Union Church Hall on Thursday 
evening, when a lecture was given 
by Mr. R. D. Mansfield on “The Art 
of Portraiture.” 

Mr. Mansfield said that he did not 
propose to read a paper on the 
subject—there were books galore 
written by such masters as F. C. 
Lambert, Child Baylie, A. J. 
Anderson and others, He wanted 
to make it rather a causerie than 
a lecture. Portraiture held the 
paradoxical position of being the 
easiest and the most difficult of all 
branches of photography. It was 
easy because nothing was simpler 
than to make technically # good 
negative once the necessary tech- 
nical skill had been acquired. In 
portraiture, everything was under 
the control of the photographer— 
lights, pore, and to a large extent, 
expression. Moreover, the condi- 
tions in portraiture were far less 


or 
and 


variable than in landscape 
architectural photography, 
there was, in portraiture, not 
same immense range of light and 
shade which taxed the capacity of 
the plate to its utmost and often 
exceeded it, when one attempted 
to render it truthfully. He did not 
belittle technical excellence. It 
was absolutely necessary to good 
work, and unless the amateur was 
prepared to acquire it, he had bet- 
ter give up all ideas of attempting 
portraiture, 

An amateur, continued Mr. Mans- 
field, had a great “pull” over his 
professional confrere. As a rule he 
knew his subject, and as it the 
photographer who usually asked his 
subject to sit, rather than vice 
versa, he could choose his own sub- 
ject. He had no customers to 
please, no money to lose if he failed, 
and no reputation to keep up al- 
though, of course, he might lose a 
few friends (unless they were good 
natured), by grossly libelling their 
appearances. had also more 
chance of succeeding, as the subject 
was usually photographed — in 
familiar surroundings. 

Speaking with regard to the ap- 
paratus required, Mr. Mansfield said 
that expensive apparatus was not 
essential, but a stand camera that 
would not wobble was necessary. It 
should have square bellows and 
back focussing, also plenty of dark 
slides. Good work could be done 
with all lenses, but the best that 
could be afforded should be obtain- 
ed. One essential quality to a lens 
was a long focus, for very often a 
short lens gave a false perspective 
and distortion. 

Posing was the next point dealt 
with, Mr. Mansfield remarking that 
it should be perfectly natural. The 
great difficulty with many people 
was to know what was meant by 
being natural. Nature was God’e 
art, and nature abhorred regularity, 
The pose which suited one individual 
would not suit another, and as a 
general rule the subject should not 
be taken straight on to the camera. 
Bust photos, as a rule, were easier 
than those of three-quarter or full 
length. Hands were the most diffi- 
cult to deal with, and in a bust 
photograph they were absent. 

‘The most important part of por- 
traiture was the lighting. It was 
very difficult to give hard and fast 
tules, for, as in posing, the lighting 
should be varied to suit the subject. 
The light, as a general rule, should 
strike the sitter at an angle of 45 
degress. The subject should not be 
placed too near a window, or harsh 
shadows would result. Children’s 
faces and those of young persons 
should have soft lighting with soft 
shadows; older people could stand 
stronger light. Above all, they 
should be extremely careful of 
double lighting. Care should be 
exercised in the use of reflectors. 
If one had to be used, the light 
should not be thrown on the face, 
but used to soften the shadows. 
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Some useful advice on the use of 
backgrounds was given, and the

MUNICIPAL LIFE 
IN HARBIN. 





THE NEW ANGLO-RUSSIAN 
AGREEMENT. 


‘rom Our Own Correspondent. 
Harbin, Feb. 9. 

It is a coincidence that almost 
simultaneously with the election of 
a Russian onthe Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council a Briton has been 
chosen as a cuuncillor of the Harbin 
Municipal Administration. The 
agreement which has been arrived 
at between the British and Russian 
Governments respecting the in- 
clusion of British subjects with 
the scheme of Municipal adminis- 
tration and taxation established in 
the area of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, and ratified by an 
exchange of Notes in Peking in 
December last, came into force on 
the first day of the year, and British 
subjects living inside the Railway 
area have every reason to con- 
gratulate thy ves on having such 
an'energetic Consul as Mr. H, E. 
Sly. to whom the conclusion of the 
Agreement is largely due. 

As British interes 
more and more impo 
Manchuria, it is necessary to go into 
details. Franchise was granted to 
the Railway Settlement of Harbin 
as well as to all the other Settle- 
ments situated in the area of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway by the 
Russian Government in 1908, all 
taxes and dues collected from the 
inhabitants living in these places 
‘ing devoted exclusively to Muni- 
cipal and public purposes for com- 
mon benefit, a set of local Regula- 
tions and by-laws being drawn up 
and approved of by the Chinese 
Eastern Railway Administration. 


Rights and Duties of British 
Subjects. 

All British subjects living in Rail- 
way Settlements are now obliged to 
pay these taxes and dues, in the 
same way as Russian subjects, and 
to abide by the local Regulations 
and By-laws that are at present in 
existence, or any additional or 
amended Regulations and By-laws 
of a similar kind that may 


























eventually be introduced, provided 
the latter do not contain anything 
that conflicts with the extraterri- 
torial rights of British subjects. 
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In consideration for paying these 
taxes and dues, British subjects 
shall have the active and passive 
right of election in the local Muni 
cipal Administrations and shall 
exercise this right, like Rumanian 
subjects, in accordance with the 
the local Regulations, 
ish taxpayer may be 
ted by any other taxpayer 
irrespective of nationality and 















cipal Assembly, who afterwards in 
their turn themselves elect four of 
their number who, with a repre- 
sentative appointed by the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, form the Harbin 
pal Council. 
Number of Councillors. 

Furthermore, the number of coun- 
cillors has now been increased to 
six, the chairman being allowed two 
votes in the event of a tie. The 
sixth member has, in accordance 
with the Anglo-Russian Agreement, 
to be a representative of the non- 
Russian community, and is elected 
by the Delegates of the Municipal 
Assembly to the Council. The 
names of not less than three and not 
more than five persons of any non- 
Russian “nationality—provided they 
resident representative of 
their country who has full consular 
and that their nation 

















observe local Regulatons and By- 
laws—are prepared and presented 
by these resident representatives to 
the manager of the 
Railway for transmission

these names the Delegates of the 
Municipal Assembly ballot in the

As the term of office is three 
years, should the representative of 
a non-Russian councillor resign 
before this term is expired, another 
‘one is elected in the same manner 
as above stated to serve the re- 
mainder of the current term. The 
dismissal of the representative non- 
Russian councillor during his period 
of service cannot be effected except 
with the consent of the majority of 
the Consular representatives. 


Land Questions, 

British subjects enjoy the same 
rights and privileges as Ru: 
and therefore now have the right to 
Tease land lots, which formerly was 
not permitted, and likewise should 
the present restricted rights to land 
at any time be enlarged these new 
rights will be equally enjoyed by 
the British and, on the lapse or 
termination of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway Company's holding, should 
any compensation of whatever kind 
be paid to the lessees of land lots, 
or the owners of houses, Britons will 
be recipients inthe same way as 
Russians. 

Should British subjects raise 
objections regarding the amount of 


com- 














the assessment tax on either com- 
mercial or industrial enterprises ex- 
ploited by them, their affidavits 
made before the British Consular 
representative as to the size and the 
acter of the said enterprises 
shall be accepted as definite proof. 
Thus British subjects are duly pro- 
tected from the possibilities of over 
taxation, whilst the Russian police 
authorities are not permitted on 















their own initiative, or in the 
absence of a request from the Bri- 
tish Consular representative, to 


take any coercive measures agains, 
British subjects except in cases 
involving a breach of the peace. 


Attitude of the Chinese. 

The establishment of municipali- 
ties in Railway settlements by the 
Russians was not accomplished 
without difficulties. The Chinese 
wished to have special voice in 
the elections and to make conditions 
for the right to vote very easy. Had 
the Russians complied with Chin 
wishes, the Chinese—owing to their 
numerical strength—would have had 
a decided majority in the elections. 
Through the instrumentality of the 
former Russian Minister in Peking, 
M. Korostovetz, the rights of the 
Russians were duly protected and a 
jcompromise arrivel at, All inhabit 
ants living in Railway settlements 
who pay taxes to an assessed value 
have the right to vote at Municipal 
elections, which take place every 
three years, 

There is no limit as to the number 
of candidates who present them- 
selves for election in 























as ten groups, each of which pushes 
forward its own selected candidates, 
so that on Election Day from three 
to four hundred persons offer them- 


selves, from which not less than 
forty, and not more than sixty, can 
be elected as members of the As- 
sembly of Delegates of the Harbin 
Municipality. 


A Policy of Obstruction. 

According to the agreement first 
arrived at between the Russian and 
Chinese Governments the Municipal 
Council appointed without election 
two Chinese who had been pre- 
viously selected by the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce. The Chinese 
members proved themselves very 
antagonistic towards all schemes 
brought forward for the benefit of 
the community, and opposed all 
schemes which would involve more 
dues being paid by the Chinese. A 
notable case was the building of a 
Municipal General Hospital, which, 
as people must admit, is a necessity 
to a town. Debates on this subject 
took place, and every member of the 
Municipality was in favour of the 
scheme except the Chinese mem- 
bers, who attended the debates but 
suddenly disappeared when ballot- 
ing took place. As their presence 
was a necessity in order to form 
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“q quorum,” the project could not 
be carried through. 

The same ludicrous situation oc- 
curred on many occasions, and the 
deadlock caused by the Chinese 
members naturally called for an 
alteration of the regulations, and 
eventually, with the consent of the 
Chinese Government, the Municipal 
Statutes were reframed, and 
Chinese members of the Council 
must now be elected in the same 
manner as the Russian members. 

It is not to be wondered at that 
having in view the former attitude 
of the Chinese, the members of the 
Assembly of Delegates are careful 
not to elect any Chinese on the 
Municipal Council. The members 
of the Council, though they have 
executive power, cannot bring into 
force any new regulations or by- 
laws. These must be presented to 
the Assembly of Delegates and must 
be passed by & majority of the 
quorum required, which is two- 
thirds in the case of important 
matters and half in the case of 
matters of minor importance. 


Rights of other Nationals, 

Besides Great Britain, Denmark, 
represented by the Russian Consul- 
General, who has full Consular 
jurisdiction over Danish subjects, 
has likewise entered into a similar 
agreement, and of the three names 
submitted by the Consuls two were 
Britons and one Danish. From 
these the members of the Assembly 
of Delegates elected Briton, Mr. 
Mackenzie, who is the representa- 
tive of the Produce Export Co. 
This company is building large 
Cold Storage Works and is in- 
terested in the export of meat, 
poultry and game from Manchuria, 

The American Government is ex- 
pected to come to a similar agree 
ment immediately. France is at pre-

KITCHENER’S NEW

THE DAY’S WORK AT 
AYLESBURY. 

For the following description of life in 
Kitchener's new army we are indebted to 
8 co it who has taken it from a 
letter received from a member of the Suwa 
‘Mara contingent.

To-day, Sunday, is the first fine 
day we have had s'nce coming here. 
Tt can rain in these parts with a 
vengeance, and the whole place it 
real sea of mud; a replica of con- 
ditions on the other side of the 
Channel.

Going through the Mill.

Our lay this week has been the 
doing of field training, sham fights 
every day, scouting, outpost work, 
ete., etc. We generally carry our 
dinners with us, go out about six 
8 for the fight, and return at 
bout 6 p.m. These fights always 
end with a bayonet charge over 
ploughed ground, pretty hard work 
T can tell you. The General com- 
manding this division attended our 
fight the other day, and expressed 
himself as very pleased with the 
showing, an appreciation the mea 
greatly relished.

Tf anyone is caught shifting to a 
clean spot and exposes himself at all 
he gets “fits.”

Last Wednesday we had a sham 
fight at night: paraded at 5 p.m., 
raining and jolly cold. Had to go 
out the usual six miles and spent 
about three hours messing about. 
when one couldn't see a yard ahead. 
Tt was fierce, and the climax was 
reached in the bayonet charge. We 
stumbled arid fell into water, and 
worse, dragged ourselves through 
three ‘thorny hedges and numerous 
ditches. But what cared wet We 
carried the position. It was great, 
but it is the life, indeed. We were 
in a terrible mess on our return, 
muddy and wet from head to foot. 
But the worst part of this sort of 
thing is that directly one gets back 
one has to clean up one’s boots and 
clothes in readiness for next morn- 
ing.

We carried our ammuni- 
tion belts, old-fashioned things 
about 10 Ib. in weight, also our, 
greatcoats rolled up and slung 
across our shoulders, haversack and 
water bottles, the wooden rifles 
taken away, and real ones served 
out for the occasion. We had four 
halts of five minutes each, and half- 
an-hour for dinner. The march was 
mostly up and down these Chiltern 
hil!s, and only two chaps dropped 
out, which eays something for our 
general condition. We were going . 
about four miles an hour most of 
the way. Pretty good, wasn’t it? 
Our men are all made of the best 
stuff, while our officers are real 
decent, often on the march carrying 
the rifles of the tired men.

SILVER COINS IN ENGLAND. 

The feature of the summary of 
the operations of the Royal Mint, 
London, during the past year és th 
big increase in the number of silver 
pieces struck. No less than 92,456,- 
543. pieces, or 60,159,316 more than 
in 1913, were made, irrespective of 
the 12,330,000 silver coins struck for 
colonial use. This extraordinary 
advance is due to the abnormal poti- 
tion created by the outbreak of war, 
when it became necessary to meet 
the demand for currency first by 
the issue of Treasury notes, and 
secondly by a plentiful supply of 
silver coins. The same causes which 
led to the expansion of silver were 
responsible for the contraction of 
gold coinage; indeed, the face value 
of the sovereigns and half-sovereigns 
struck was more than £12,000,000 
below that of the preceding year. 
The total number of pieces struck 
was 213,862,180, which shows a big 
advance on the total of 185,436,761 
produced an 1913.

Mr. J. H. Richards, eecretary of 
the Permata Rubber Estate, Ld., 
informs us that, according to ad- 
vices received from the estate, the 
estimated output of dry rubber for 
the month of January last is 6,857 
Ib. 

Whatever the situation in respect 
of raw rubber stocks in Great 
Britain, it is evident that the war 
has been responsible for heavy de- 
pletion in the Amsterdam market. 
Messrs. Joosten and Janssen, of 
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that city, point out that, whereas 
raw rubber stocks on January 1, 
1914 comprised in all 121,202 kilo- 
grammes, by December 31 they had 
been reduced to 84,453 kilogram- 
mes. It appears to be plantation 
rubber that has been mostly in de 
mand, for tho supply of this 
variety had fallen from 88,448 kilo- 
grammes at the commencement of 
the year to 31,957 kilogrammes on 
December 31. On the other hand, 
the quantities of Ficus and Castil- 
loa rubber in stock have increased 
from 9,000 and 744 kilogrammes to 
31,000 and 1,980 kilogrammes re- 
spectively. No figures at all are 
given in respect of wild and forest 
tubers of various kinds, although 
about 24,000 kilogrammes were held 
in hand at the beginning of the 
year. It is evident that supplies 
of raw rubber from uncultivated 
sources have fallen off considerably, 
if they have not entirely ceased, 
since the outbreak of war. Whether 
the deficiency has been made good 
by direct shipment to consuming 
countries, such as North America, 
it is impossible to say, although it 
eems probable that supplies are 
being held up in the ports of origin 
ponding a more propitious time for 
shipment.

in gold to Great Britain. Thus 
Russia had a credit in Great 
Britain to the extent of £40,000,000. 

France had also made an advance 
in respect of Russian purchase in 
France. 

Russia was estimated still to re- 
quire considerable credits for pur- 
chases outside Russia. We, how- 
ever, had made arrangements for 
the export of Russian grain during 





the next few months (cheers) and 
then there would not be the same 
need to borrow. 

The two Governments had decid- 
rd to raise the first £50,000,000 in 
equal sums on the French and 
British markets. That amount 
would satisfy Russian requirements 
for a considerable time. The 
Allies would reconsider the question 
of futher advances according to the 
position of the money market. 

“We gave a guarantee to Russia 
that she need not hesitate to give 
orders for any purchases necessary 
for the War.” (Cheers). 

Great Britain confidently antici- 
pated that by the time the first 








advances were made the military 
position would be distinctly im- 
proved both in France and Russia. 

Mr. Lloyd George announced, 
amidst cheers, that the issue of 
£10,000,000 of Russian Treasury 
Bills had been over-subscribed on 
the English market ; this was a very 
good omen for our relations with 
Russia after the. War—and that the 
first great Russian Loan had been 
complete success. (Cheers). 

The Allies had an exceptionally 
strong gold position, Russia and 
France had great reserves and 
Great Britain's was the largest in 
the history of the country. 
(Cheers). 

The collapse of the rebellion in 
South Africa ensured us a large and 
steady supply, nevertheless we had 
made arrangements at the Paris 
Conference by which if our stock 
of gold diminished beyond certai 
points, the bankers of Franos and 
Russia would come to our assist 
ance. 

Wo also had mado arrangements 
by which France had access to our 
markets for Treasury Bills issued 
in France and had initiated ar- 
rangements to help to restore ex- 
changes in respect to bills held in 
Great Britain against Russian mer- 
chants. We proposed to rcoept 
Russian Treasury “Bills against 
bills of exchange due from 
Russian merchants. The Rus- 
sian Government, in return, would 
facilitate the export of produce of 
every kind required by the Allies. 
This, he thought, was one of the 
most fruitful parte of the arrange- 
ment. 

‘The Chancellor concluded by em- 
phasizing what results three days’ 
conference face-to-face could 
achieve. Misconception and mis- 
understanding were cleared away 
in a eecond which, otherwise, would 
take weeks to remove. It was their 
opinion that these conferenoss 
might be profitably extended to 
other spheres of operation.

In the western theatre artillery 
duels only occurred. ‘The enemy 
spent an enormous amount of am- 
munition against the German posi- 
tions in the Champagne without 
gaining any success worth men- 
tioning. Near Souain the enemy 
attempted an infantry attack, but 
was repulsed and lost 120 prisoners, 

The number of prisoners in the 
Argonne reported yesterday has in- 
creased by one offioxr and 119 men, 

North-west of Verdun several 
trenches of ths enemy have been 
taken. A French counter-attack 
has been repulsed with consider- 
able loss for the enemy. The for- 
tress of Verdun has bean shelled by 
German aviators with about 100 
bombs. 

In Sudelkopf in the Vosges the 
French succeeded in ocoupying w 
small outpost trench in front of the 
German positions. 

The Emperor has arrived on the 
battlefield on tho east Prussian 
frontier. The operations there 
have forced the Russians to 
give up rapidly their position on 
the last of the Mazurian Iskes. In 
some places fighting continues. So 
far about 26,000 prisoners have been 
made More than twenty gune and 
thirty machine guns have been 
taken; the amount of war material 
cannot yet be estimated. 

In Poland on the right bank of 
the Vistula the Germans continued 
the offensive reported yeaterday. 
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They took Sierpce and made some 
hundred prisoners. 

Left of the Vistula there is no 
change,

reports:

‘The Copenhagen paper “ Ea- 
trabladet" declares the German at- 
tempt to damage the British cea 
trade is a military duty of Ger- 
It may thus be possible to 
shorten the war. 

‘The Italian author Count Do- 
menico Gnoll in the ‘‘ Giornale 
d'[talia” declares the action of the 
German submarines to be a duty of 
self-preservation. Italy and every 
other nation would do the same in 
& similar situation. 

‘The correspondent of the ‘Basler 
Nachrichten” praises the exoallent 
organization of the German ad- 
ministration in Belgium. He 





criticizes the unpatriotic behaviour 
‘of the wealthy Belgians in staying 
abroad and depriving their country 
of their money. 

The Copenhagen “‘Berlingske 
Tidende” reports from Stockholm 
that the Swedish shipowners are 
uneasy as to the consequences of 
the British misuse of neutral flags, 
They fear that the Swedish North 
Sea trade will completely ceasa. 

Commenting on the speeches of 
Ministers in the Duma, the German 
press points out Russian arrogance 
in directing the policy of neutrals, 
especially Italy, and emphasizes 
that the Ministers have made an 
unyeiled avowal of Russia's policy 
‘of conquest. 

The Paris paper “Guerre 
Sociale,” reports that the Algerian 
Jews have been forced by anti-

as outcasts.

RENEWED GERMAN ATTEMPT 
ON OSSOVEZ. 


[yRom RUSSIAN LEGATION, PEKING.) 


Petrograd, Feb. 16. 

In the region of Augustovo yester- 
day we engaged numerically superior 
German forces, which are en- 
deavouring to outflank us on both 
wings. A column of the enemy’s 
forces advanced from Grajevo to- 
wards Ossover. 

The enemy between the Vistale 
and the Ekrwa have reached 
Plock-Krazionsh front. 

On the Brura we repulsed the 
enemy's feeble attempts to attack 
Libin Farm.

FORMAL GERMAN NOTE 
TO THE UNITED STATES. 


TRANSPARENT ARGUMENT 
OF LERNSTORFF. 


Washington, Feb. 18. 


The German Ambassador, Count 
Bernstorff, has preseated a formal 
Note, which states that Germany 
is ready to consider the abandon- 
ment of the proposed attacks on 
British merchantmen if Great Bri- 
tain will allow the passage of food- 
stuffs for civilians. 

Count Bernstorff’s Note says that 
Germany's proclamation of a war 
zone is in retaliation for, what she 
terms, British violation of interna- 
tional law in attempting to starve 
the non-combatant population of 
Germany. He says that the Ger- 
man Government is informed that 
British merchantmen have been 
armed and ordered to sail in groups 
with a view to trying to sink Ger. 
man submarines. There is no 
question of searching such merchant- 
men, which are men-of-war. 

The Note urges neutral ships to 
go round Scotland outside the war 
zone. It is announced that Ger- 
many intends to sow mines in the 
waters round the British Isles and 
concludes by pointing out that this 
is not a reply to the recent Amer- 
can Note, which reply will shortly 
be transmitted. 

It is rumoured in Berlin that 
Count Bernstorff has been recalled. 
It is not known whether his recall 
temporary or whether he is in 
isgrace. 




















PROTESTS FROM THE 
NETHERLANDS. 
The Hague, Feb. 15. 

The Dutch Government has ad- 
dressed a Note to Germany declar- 
ing that the grievances the latter 
has formulated, in general terms, 
‘against neutral countries, are un- 
founded 80 far as the Netherlands is 
concerned. The Dutch Note says 
that neutral vessels are entitled to 
demand a thorough examination of 
their nationality. 

The Dutch Government has also 
intimated to Great Britain its 
objection to the latter’s attitude re- 
garding the employment of neutral 
flags by merchantmen.

Washington, Feb. 16. 

‘The State Department, yesterday, 
sent the United States Ambassador 
in London evidence submitted by 
the owners of the cargo on the str. 
Wilhelmina for the purpose of prov- 
ing that the cargo was not subject 
to seizure. The State Department 
suggests unless Great Britain has 
sufficient grounds, which, up to the 
present, have not been advanced, 
for acting otherwise, that the ship 
should be permitted to proceed im- 
mediately, with her cargo, to her 
destination. 

It is stated that the owners have 
satisfied the State Department that 
the cargo is not intended for the 
German army or Government.

THE WORK OF THE 
BRITISH NAVY. 


SPEECH BY MR. WINSTON 
CHURCHILL. 

London, Feb. 15. 
In the House of Commons to- 
night, in a speech introducing the 
Navy Estimates, Mr. Winston 
Churchill, the First Lord of the 
‘Admiralty, emphasized the effi- 
ciency of the Navy at the outbreak 

of the war. < 
Great Britain had a fleet, with 
a good margin .of safety in vital 
matters, fully mobilized and equip- 
ped with every requirement, with 
reserves of ammunition and tor- 
far 
quantity, with ample supplies of 
fuel and oil and with adeouate re- 
serves of all kinds. The Navy had 
also adequate numbers of trained 
officers and men; adequate 
establishments for training new 
men; an immense programme of 
new construction maturing to 
reinforce the fleet and a pre-ar- 
ranged system for accelerating new 
construction which had been found 
to yield even surprising results. 
Particularly did he draw the at- 
tention of the House to the supply 
of ammunition. They got little 
credit for such expenditure in time 
of peace, but in time of war, they 
thanked God it had been made. 

(Cheers) 

The estimate of the quantity of 
oil to be consumed in the war had 








proved much larger than the actual 
consumption. There had also been 
no difficulty in buying practically 
any quantity of oil and not a single 
oil-ship had been interfered with. 
The price was substantially below 
that ruling when last he addressed 
the House. 

There had been an idea that we 
might build ships, but never man 
them. When, however, mobiliza- 
tion took place we manned every 
ship in the Navy fit for service, in- 
cluding old vessels for which we 
found some usefulness, and the 
powerful new ships | built for 
foreign countries, beside several 
soore of armed merchantmen, and 
we also provided all the men neces- 
sary for the Naval Air Service, 
which did not exist three years ago 
and which is now becoming a con- 











siderable and formidable body. 
(Loud cheers). We are able to 
keep the Naval Training School 





full to the brim, and thus supply 
drafts for the new vessels which 
were coming on in such great num 
bers, and also to provide for the 
Royal Naval Division, which has 
now reached a respectable total 
and has developed efficiency, which 
enabled men to be counted on im- 
mediately. 

We have always relied on the 
Navy for safety and the German 
Army was not more ready for an 
offensive war on a gigantic scale 
than the British Fleet for national 
defence. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Winston Charchill then re- 
ferred to the victories off the 
Falkland Islands and the Dogger 
Bank. Both were satisfactory in 
themselves and still more satis- 
factory in their significance and 
their consequence. The victory 
off the Falklands terminated the 
first phase of the naval war by 
clearing the German flag from th= 
oceans of the world. The blocking: 
in of the enemy's merchantmen, 
the defeat of the Koenigsberg and 
the Emden were steps along the 
path finally reached by Admiral 
Sturdee’s victory. Only two small 
German cruisers and two armed 
merchantmen remain at large, of all 
Germany’s formidable preparations 
for attack of our trade-routes, and 
these, at the present moment, are 
in hiding. 

There have been 8,000 British 
vessels continuously on the 
seas during the Inst three months 
and there have been 4,465 arrivals 
and 3,600 sailings from the United 
Kingdom. Only nineteen vessels 
have been sunk by above-water 
raft. That is @ remarkable result, 
because during the two great wars 
begun in 1793, which ended in 1814, 
no fewer than 10,871 British mer- 
chantmen were captured or sunk by 
the enemy. Even after the victory 
at the Battle of Trafalgar we lost 
500 ships = year. Our total loss 
in the first six months of the pre- 
sent war is only sixty-three. We 
, Must keep watch against another at- 
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tempt to harass our trade-routes, 
although the ocean offered rather 
bleak prospects to German cruisers 
‘The truth was that steam and the 
telegraph had enormously increas- 
ed the thoroughness and efficiency 
of a superior Power. 


The First Lord of the Admiralty 
then dwelt on the Admiralty’s trans- 
port work in moving troops across 
the Channel, often at the shortest 
notice and threatened hy the en- 
emy’s men-of-war, in waters haunt- 
ed by submarines, and the transport 
also from India, South Africa, 
Egpt, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, China, indeed fromy every 

jon under the Crown, of, ap- 
proximately, a million men, with- 
out, up to the present, any accident 
or loss of life. (Cheers.) 

“If that is incapacity I hope 
there will be an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of it” (Loud cheers). 


So smoothly had this work- 
ed that sometimes it was neces- 
sary to remember that we were 
at war with the second naval 
Power of the world and when 
complaints are’made, that we have 
taken too many transports or coll- 
that fact must not be forgotten. 
The Admiralty had chartered about 
one-fifth of the British mercantil 
marine and were discharging with 
that all the duties of supplying, 
fuelling, replenishing the ammuni- 
tion for the troops, transporting 
reinforcements and bringing home 
the wounded. 

Mr. Winston Churchill pointed out 
that we were not living like 
Germans in great naval ports like 
Wilhelmshaven, but we had to be 
ready for any great emergency. 
There was no incapacity or inactivi- 
ty on the part of the Admiralty. 
(Cheers). They had to take 























i 
spensable precautions to meet em- 


ergencies. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, turning 
to the Army said: “It should be 
remembered that we are supplying 
across the sea an army almost as 
large as the Grand Army of Napo- 
leon, I, only it was vastly more com- 
plex in organization and equipment. 
He never knew at what hour Lord 
Kitchener would ask the Admiralty 
to remove 20,000 or 40,000 men at 
short notice, and plans were fre- 
quently changed at the last moment 
owing to consideration for the 
safety of troops and the reinforce- 
ment of our armies, 

Everything was done throughout 
to avoid extravagance and the 
Admiralty welcomed the advice of 
business mea whenever it was belp- 











Mr. Winston Churchill said 
that he was afraid he could not 
hold out hopes of an immediate re- 
duction of the tonnage of merchant- 
ships required by the Admiralty. 
Ho testified to the goodwill existing 
between the Admiralty and the mer- 
cantile marine, which was indispen- 
sable at the present time, 
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He affirmed that the strain of the 
earlier months of the war had been 
greatly diminished by the clearance 
‘of the enemy's flag from the seas. 
The victory off the Falklands was 
‘@ memorable event, the advantage 
‘of which would only be appreciated 
by those possessing full knowledge 
of all that had taken place. The 
combat off the Dogger Bank, in 
which the German cruiser Blucher 
was sunk and the enemy escaped 
into waters infssted by submarines 
and mines, was of the greatest ad- 
vantage becaure of the light it 
threw upon naval systems of desi; 
and the relative armaments, gun- 
nervy and efficiency. 

This was the first test we had had, 
and it was most encouraging. It 
vindicated our theories of design 
and, particularly, our big gun ar- 

which would always be 
identified with Admiral Lord Fish- 
er. The rangs of the British gune 
exceeded that of the Germans, 
while our shooting was at least a8 
good as th Tt had been sup- 
posed that the Germans possessed 
‘® sort of super-efficiency in gun- 
nery, but there was a feeling now 
that our officers have been too 
dent regarding their professional 
skill in gunnery. Everything we 
learnt left us no doubt of the wis- 
dom and excellence of our material. 
Our 13.5 inch gun was unequalled 
by any enemy weapon. We now 
had a fifteen-incher, which was vact- 
ly more powerful. Another re- 
markable feature of this action was 
that our ships excesded their pre- 
vious speed records. Nothing could 
show better the excellence of Brit- 
ish machinory, the glorious feats of 
the engine-room branch or the Ad- 
miralty system of repairs and refit 
all of which were effected with 
craselees vigilance and without ex- 
haustion. (Cheers.) For instance, 
HH. M. 8. Kent, a 23} knot vessel, 
in the Falklands fight, steamed 
twenty-five knots and caught the 
German cruiser Nurnberg (23) 
knots) and sunk her. (Cheers).

No doubt 
new dangors and perplexitios would 
arise. Yet they could not be more 
serious than those through which 
they had successfully made way 
‘cheers) and the British Navy and 
sea-power would unevasingly dom- 
inat= the general situation.

On the west front: artillery shells 
have been found which doubtless 
were manufactured in the United 
States of America. 

‘The number of prisoners made in 
the attacks which were yesterday 
repulsed east of Souain have in- 
creased to 44 officers and 468 men. 
Before the German front 200 of the 
enemy were found dead, while the 
German losses during thore engage. 
ments were only ninety killed and 
wounded. 

North of Massiges, northwest of 
Saint Menehould. the attacks which 
were started on the 3rd ingtant are 
being continued. A further 
metres of the enemy’s main position 
have been taken. 

‘Near Sudelkopf, in the Vosges. 
the enemy tried renewed attacks. 
but was everywhere easily repulsed. 

On and beyond the east Prussian 
frontier the military operations are 
everywhere progressing. | Where- 
ever the enemy tries resistance it is 
immediately broken. 

In Poland, on the right of the 
Vistula, the German attacking 
troops have crossed the lower 
Skrawa and are advancing in the 
direction of Racinosh. 

From the Polish theatre of war 
west of the Vistula nothing of im- 
portance is reported. 

Headquarters. Feb. 14. 

Northwest of Pont-&-Mousgon the 
Germans have taken the village of 
Norroy and Height 365 west of it; 
‘two officers and 150 French soldiers 
have been made prisoners. 

In the Vosges the vil'aces of Hill-

Seoondly 
England has advised her merchant 
fleet to fly neutral flags, to cover ur 
names and change the stack paint- 
ing to escape the consequence of 
their nationality. This plan was 
designed to bring Germany into 
conflict with other nations. 
“Germany does not wish in the 
slightest degree to harm American 
‘or other neutral ships or their car- 
goes, unless they are carrying con- 
traband of war. She is, however, 
in a position where life depends 
upon her putting into effect the only 
means she has of saving herself. 
She must and will use this means. 
To the commanding officers of sub- 
marine boats orders have been given 
to make every effort to safeg 
neutrals. In spite of precautions 
which a submarine could take with- 
out herself being destroyed, it was 
possible that neutral ships might 
be destroyed through error or ac- 
cident. For this reason a strong 
warning wi ued. In addition, 
the English coast is mined by the

Sassanoff, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, said: The Agreements with 
Japan of 1907 and 1910 have strong- 
ly proved their value and are bear- 
ing abundant fruit in the present 
war. Japan is on our side and we

Although Japan did not sign, on 
September 4, the agreement _enter- 
ed into by Russia, Groat Britain 
and France, the Anglo-Japanese Al-

never to sign a separate peace. 
Germany, therefore, cannot expect 
to conclude peace with Japan 
prior to concluding one with Great 
Britain and, consequently, also 
with Russia and France. 

The relations established between 
Russia and Japan give assurance 
that any demands Japan may have 
considered necessary to present to 
China will not contain anything 
contrary to Russian interests. 

With regard to Russia’s relations 
with China, M. Sassanoff was glad 
to report a further improvement 
lately in the negotiations between 
the Russian and Chinese delegates 
at Kinchta with reference to Mon- 
golia, Although progressing slow- 
ly, the proceedings were friendly.

TERMS COMMUNICATED TO 
FOREIGN POWERS. 
Peking, Feb. 17. 

‘The Japanese have communicated 
to certain Governments ten of their 
demands. These in outline are as 
follow: 

(1) In relation to the Province of 
Shantung. 

In the first place an engagement 
on the part of China to consent to 
all matters that may be agreed to 
between Japan and Germany re- 
garding the imposition of all rights, 
interests and concessions which, by 
virtue of treaties or otherwise, the 
Germans possess in Shantung and, 
secondly, not to alienate or lease on 
any pretext the province of Shan- 
tung, or any portion thereof or any 
island near the coast thereof. 

Thirdly: to grant to Japan the 
right to construct a railway con- 
necting Chefoo or Lungkow with 
the Tsinan - Kinochou railway. 
Fourthly: to open’ additional marts 
in the province of Shantung. i. 

(2) In relation to South Manchu- 
ria and Eastern Inner Mongolia. 

First: the extension of the terms 
and leases of the Kuantung, South 
Manchuria and Antung-Mukden 
Railways. Secondly: the acquisition 
by the Japanese of the right of re- 
sidence and of the ownership of 
land. 

Thirdly: the grant to Japan of the 
mining rights of mines specified and 
also an obligation on the part of 
China to obtain in advance the con- 
sent of Japan before granting a 
railway concession to any other 
Power, or the procuring of capital 
from any other Power for railway 
construction, or the raising of a loan 
from any other Power on the secur- 
ity of duties or taxes. 

Fourthly : an obligation on the part 
of China to consult Japan before 
employing advisers in political, 
financial or military matters, 
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Fifthly: the transfer of the man- 
agement and control of the Kirin- 
Changchun Railway to Japan. The 
agreement, in principle, that, at an 
opportune’ time, the Hanychping 
Company be placed under Japanese 
and Chinese joint control. An en- 
gagement, in accordance with the 
Principle of the maintenance of the 
territorial integrity of China, that 
China will not alienate or lease any 
ports or bays on the coast of China 
or any island near the coast. 

It is worthy of note that this com- 
munication does not mention Fu- 
kien, Anhui, Kiangsi or the Yang- 
tze.~-Reuter.

I 
can assure you that when we gave 
out Princess Mary’s and the King 
and Queen's Christmas presents on 
Christmas Day, the men were simply 
like big children, so delighted were 
they (and the officers too!) and it 
would have gladdened your heart 
to have heard the cheers that they 
gave. 

“The Regiment, the Connaught 
Rangers, I am posted to for the war 
has lost more officers killed, wound- 
ed, ete., than any other Irish Regi- 
ment—Wwell over fifty. We are now 
having a rest some miles behind 
the trenches, sufficiently near, how- 
ever, to hear the guns, and we are 
liable to be sent up at any moment. 

We are in such a quaint old- 
fashioned village and are so com- 
fortably billeted—the French being 
so good to us. 

“Our mess is in a 15th century 
convent, the former occupants hav- 
ing cleared out. 





“ Everything is so quiet and peace- 
ful here that it is very difficult to 
realize that we are at war. 

“Last Sunday I took my men to 
@ coal mine, and we all had a fine 
bath. 

“The notepaper that I am using 
is part of Princess Mary’s present 
and useful, as the khaki case 
containing it fits easily into one’s 
haversack. I chose it instead of a 
pipe--there were two kinds of pre- 
sents—smokers and non-smokers. 
Most of the Indians, who are bri- 
gaded with us, also chose the Iat- 
ter.” 











THE LIGHT THAT FAILED. 


EXPLANATION BY 
ELECTRICAL ENGINEER. 
The Scerctary to the Municipal 

Council has communicated to us for 
publication the following report by 
the Municipal Electrical Engineer 
on the failure of the electricity sup- 
ply on the ith instant. The re- 
port, which is dated the 18th in- 
stant, is as follows:— 

Yesterday afternoon at about 
3.90 the now 5,000 K.W.A.E.G. tur- 
bine at Riverside Power Station 
broke down: owing to this it was 
impossible to give a full supply of 
electricity yesterday evening 
tween the hours of six and ten, but 
after that time full service was re- 
stored. It may again be impossible 
this evening to give a full supply 
during the above mentioned hours, 
but it is hoped that by to-morrow 
no curtailment will be necessary. 

The cause of the breakdown has 
not yet boen ascertained because all 
offorts have been concentrated upon 
re-assembling the No. 2 2,000 K.W. 
A.E.G. turbine which was at the 
tims undergoing repair 

It is feared that the damago to 
the 5,000 K.W. set is of a serious 
nature. I am under the impression 
that the turbine shaft has whipped, 
and if this is so it will probably be 
a difficult matter to get the tur- 
bine into service again. However, 
1g a thorough examination, I 
prefer to offer no further comments 
as to the cause of the breakdown. 
Tt is extremely inconvenient that 
this should have happened at the 
time when the other A.E.G.  tur- 
bine is being repaired owing to five 
turbine wheels and guide buckets 
in that machine having stripped a 
few weeks ago. It is also to be 
noted that the second 5,000 kilowat 
machine has not been erected owing 
to parts of it being held up in 
Alexandria on the Lutzow. Had 
this machine been delivered in the 
time anticipated it would have been 
erected and put into commission. 
and yesterday’s breakdown would 
not have caused any serious inter- 
ruption to the supply. The non: 
arrival of this machine is dus to 
the war and not to any Inck of 
foresight-on the part of the Elec- 
tricity Department.

H. M. SUPREME 
COURT. 


Shanghai, Feb, 12. 
Before Sir Havittanp pe 
Savsmanez, Judge, 

‘4M, M. Tackey v. G. 0. Purton. 

Judgement was delivered in this 
caee, in winch the plaintiff claimed 
tne specific performance of a con- - 
tract of August 7, 1912 for the de- 
livery of ten chests of Old Patna 
Opium at the price of Tis. 3,125 per 
chest; Tls, 23,402 damages being the 
difference between the agreed price 
of ten cheste of opium and the sum 
payable on the day of assignment, 

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson appeared 
for the plaintiff, and Mr. R, F. 0, 
Master for the defendant, 

The judgement was as follows: 

On August 3, 1912, the plaintiff 
bought from Hung Ping-kah ten 
chests of opium at Tle, 3,00) a 
chest deliverable in four months. 
Not having the opium and seeing 
that the market was likely to go 
against him he on August 7 bought 
from the defendant chests del'ver- 
able in thirty days at Tis. 3,195, 
Tho defendant was the agent of the 
firm of Meyer Bros, carrying on 
business in Singapore, and had 
authority to sell opium on their 
behalf, he was also in charge of the 
opium godowns of Jardine, Mathe- 
son & Co., Ld., in Shanghai, Early 
in August he was away from Shang- 
rai, but he had left authority with 
Pang, » Chinese clerk, to sell opium 
in his absence, The sale in this case 
wae effected by Pang, the terms be- 
ing noted in a document, which 
though unusually ‘expressed, has 
heen treated as though signed by 
Hung and Pang. Pang signed in 
his own namo, without any qualifi- 
cation to show that he was the 
ugent of Purton or of Meyer Bros. 
It is, however, recognized that he 
is the agent of Purton and that his 
authority is derived from Purton 
alone, who on his return treated 
the contract as good. In Septem- 
‘er Hung was not ready to take de 
livery, and the time wae extended 
by steps for a period of one month. 
By that time the opium trade was 
in a critical state in Shanghai in 
consequence of the attitude of the 
“hinese Government towards the 
sale of foreign opium, and mer- 
chants both foreign and Chinese 
‘vere doubtful as to the disposal of 
“heir stocks. It is true that a small 
number of contracts were still being 
‘nade in October, but by November 
overything seems to have come to a 
standstill. In the meantime the de- 
fendant was pressing Hung to take 
delivery, which he failed todo. It 
is a little difficult at this distance 
of time to gauge the state of mind 
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of the parties to this contract at 
this time, but I think that whilst 
the defendant would undoubtedly 
have been glad to have got this 
opium off his hands, he knew that 
it wae hopeless, and Hung, know- 
ing the state of affairs in the mar- 
ket, was like most Chinese in the 
trade, waiting for some develop- 
ment which would enable him to 
take up the opium or to coms to 
some arrangement about it. It must 
be remembered that Hung, though 
a young man, was a member of a 
Chinsee family of good standing in 
the opium trade, his father and, 
after hie death, his brother being 
members of the Opium Guild; it 
would therefore be better for the 
defendant to hold on to his contract 
in the hope of better times than to 
force Hung to pay differenc>s and 
have unsaleable opium on his hands. 
Be that as it may nothing was done 
to.put an end to the contract until 
the middle of November. 

At that time the position wi 
anything worse than in the previous 
month, and the efforts to get Hung 
to take up his purchase wore equal- 
ly unavailing: his attitude being. 
as he says, that no one on the mar- 
ket was taking up his contracts at 
the time and that he would do as 
the rest. This was in fact the 
state of affairs, the evidence is 
clear that no contracts were being 
enforced or cancsIled by importers 
or buyers. On the other hand the 
defendant says that Hung came to 
his office, that they had a conversa- 
tion on the question of the con- 
tract, and, that finding Hung would 
not take it up, he said that it had 
better be cancelled, to which Hung 
agreed. Hung denies this, whilst 
Pang who wi resent corroborates 
Purton. In this conflict I must look 
‘at the conduct of the parties at the 
time and shortly afterwar« ‘The 
defendant had reported this con. 
tract to his principals, Meyer Bros., 
and had asked them to extend 
he had aesured them that there 
would be trouble in collecting the 
sum on the due date, and yet he 
never reported the cancellation of 
the contract. Ou October 30 he 
writes that he would do his best to 
get the money in as soon as pos- 
sible. 

I must now turn for a 
moment to what has — bren 
called the Opium Combine. This 
combine was undertaken by the 
fereign and Chinese merchants in 
Shanghai interested in opium “ for 
mutual benefit and protrction ” and 
in order to “ save all concerned in 
the opium trade from financial col- 
lapse and ruin which would inevi 
ably have followed had no such un- 
ion been formed,” as the recitals 
to tho agreements of the Combin> 
put it. It was engineered in 
February 1913 and a preliminary 
agreoment was signed on March 3. 
It is obvious that the sucess: of the 
Combine depended on substantially 
all the opium in Shanghai being 





























brought into it, and to this many 
witnesses have testified. For the 
purposes of the combine the stocks 
of opium which were unsold and 
thoee which were held by the for- 
eign importers and which were de- 
liverable under contracts to Chirese 
were differentiated under the names 
of ‘“‘unsold” and “bargained” 
stocks respectively. Each merchant 
was to make a return of his stocks 
so. differentiated, the bargained 
opium being in the more favourable 
position of the two. On looking at 
ths returns I find that both Purton 
and Hung returned 10 chests as 
bargained cargo, which it is admit- 
ted are the subject matter of 
this contract. I can see no rea- 
son for this being done if the 
contract had been cancelled. In 
subsequent correspondence with 
Mever Broa Purton deals with 
this cargo as still subject to his 
contract with Hung, and it is not 
till it is to their advantage to 
treat the contract as cancelled that 
they do so. Finally there is the 
dolivery order or whatever it is fo 
the ten chests, which was retained 
by Hung, and which he was not 
likely to have kept or been allow: 
ed to keep if the contract was ac: 
tually cancelled. Purton also kep‘ 
his note of the contract and never 
noted on it that it was cancelled ar 
alleged. The explanations given 
by Purton in the box. that his con. 
tracts usually being verbal he paid 
no attention to this delivery ord 
that the contract was his own affair 
and he was d to let Hung off 
and that he did not understand th 
meaning of “bargained cargo” 
when he made his return were most 
unconvincing. It is further im- 
portant to remember that goo? 
faith was necessary between the 
members of the Combine and de- 
fendant can only establish his cas- 
t Hung by a reliance on bad 
in resnect to these chests with 
other foreign merchants. I have 
no difficulty in finding as a fact 
that the contract between Purton 
and Hung was not cancelled in thy 
middle of November, but remained. 
with the acquiescence of both part- 
ies to be dealt with later as cir- 
cumstances might admit. 

That being the case what hap- 
pened? The trade went from bad 
te worse until ate of affairs 
arose when according to the view 
of the opium merchants “financial 
collapse and ruin” threatened the 
trade, An agreement was accord- 
ingly reached amongst all the for- 
rien opium merchants andthe 
Chinese merchants renresented by 
the Opium Guild on March 3, 1913 
which was completed and embodied 
in writing in an agreement det-4 
May 1, now before the Court. Thit 
agreement is siened by the mem- 
hers of the Combine and by sixty. 
nine members of the Ovium Guild. 
The relations of the foreion mer- 
chants infer se are regulated in 
another agreement of the same 
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date. Both Hung and the defen- 
dant made returns of their opium: 
‘Hung Ping-kah returned his through 
his brother’s firm, Hung Zung, hie 
brother being a member of the Guild 
through whom everything was done: 
the defendant made a return of the 
opium in which he was interested 
on February 17, and opposite the 
entry of “50 chests old Patna” 
appear the words “of which ten 
cases are bargained’: this note re- 
fers to the contract under discus- 
sion, and in their transactions with 
the Combine Meyer Bros. and the 
defendant have treated this onium 
as bargained cargo. The result is 
that the contract between the de- 
fendant and Hung was indefinitely 
extended in time, and it was sub- 
jected to a further agreement 
~ to the method of payment 
and time of delivery to which. not 
only Hung and the defendant but 
the Combine and the Guild were 
parties. 

Under this agreement several 
payments were made to Purton by 
the Combine, and it would have 
‘been his duty to allocate to Hung in 
respect of these chests half of the 
amonnt he received, until he had 
realized the contract price with in- 
terest as arranged in the Combine 
agreement, when Hung could take 
them away. This in some if not 
all cases seems to have been done 
hv book entries; Purton, however, 
cent all the money he got to his 
principals in Singapore. It han 
heen said that Hung must have 
shandoned his contract because he 
made no applications for payment 
of money or delivery of the goods: 
I do not know how soon he became 
entitled to any delivery, but I do 
know that Tackey. the plaintiff, 
began to press him in resnect to 
his contract of Aurust 3, 1918, dur- 
ing the month of May, 1913, and 
that, as a result, Hung agreed to 
hold these ten chests entered in the 
Combine for the plaintiff. This ap. 
nears in his letter of June 6, 
7913, In Sentember, 1913, Hung 
offered Purton the sum of Tis. 
34,690.48 the correct amount, for 
the ten chests and handed to Pur- 
‘on the delivery order therefor. 
Purton accordingly wrote to Meyer 
Bros, on September 23 asking 
them what they proposed to do. As 
late as May they regarded the con- 
tract as existing, for in answer to 
> letter fram Purton, in wh :) 
these sienificant words occur, “T 
would like to suggest that you can- 
cel the sale of the chests’, you 
would get far better prices for 
“hem,” they say “With reenect to 
‘he ten chests you have sold at I's. 
7125 we exnect von have included 
them in the Combine as barenined 
onium.” Even in the letter of 
Fentember 23 Pnrton does not say 
that the delivery order is meaning. 
less or thet the contract was cen- 
celled _in November. But bv this 
time Meyer Bros. had decided to 
repndiate their contract with Heng, 
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and accordingly they refused his 
offer of payment. 

On October 14 Hung wrote to 
Tackey that the cargo was purchas- 
ed from Pang “of Messrs. Jardine 
Matheson & Qo.’s opium depart- 
ment.” “Godown” would have been 
the proper term as that firm were 
merely warehousemen of opium. 
On the 15th Tackey wrote to Pang 
as follows “I am the purchaser of 
ten chests of opium from Mr. Hung 
Ping-kah, and the latter informs me 
that he purchased ten chests from 
you in the year 1912 which are the 
ten chests subsequently purchased 
by me. The ten chests were regis- 
tered in the Opium Guild, I am in- 
formed by Mr. Hung Ping-kab, in 
the latter’s name before June, 1913. 
I would be obliged if you will con- 
firm the above transaction, and at 
the same time I would like to know 
from which firm you have original. 
ly purchased the above ten chests’ 

The defendant answered this let- 
tor, his reply, however, being sign- 
ed by Pang, he says, “I fail to see 
any reasons for giving you an ac- 
count of my transactions with Mr. 
Hung Ping-kah.” 

‘This was the first the defendant 
heard of the plaintiff and the at- 
titude he then took up he has main- 
tained ever since. 

For some reason or another which 
has not transpired the plaintiff on 
October 27 commenced an action 
against Hung based on his contract 
of August 3, 1912, He also pleaded 
the extension of time for delivery 
and the agreement set out in 
Hung’s letter of June 6, 1913. This 
action was settled by an assi 
ment of his rights and remedies 
against the defendant to Tackey 
and a release by Tackey of Hung 
from all claims: notice of this 
signment was given to the defen- 
dant on June 11, 1914 and the writ 
issued on July 4. 

‘The first point taken by the de- 
fendant was that the action was 
entitled Tackey v. Purton, agent 
for Meyer Bros. of Singapore, and 
that the action was therefore 
against Meyer Bros. The plaintiff 
in his statement of claim endea- 
voured to correct any false impres- 
sion which might have arisen, and 
on his counsel stating in Court that 
he was suing Purton personally, I 
gave leave to amend the writ by 
striking out the words “agent, for 
Meyer Bros. of Singapore.” The 
action has been tried as one in 
which it is sought to make the de- 
fendant personally liable on the 
contract of August 7, 1912. 

The defendant has raised four 
defences which have been argued 
before me. 








I. That the contract of August 7) 


was made with Meyer Bros. and 
not Purton. 

IL. That it was cancelled. 

TTI. That the goods have not 
been appropriated to the contract 
and that therefore the plaintiff is 








not entitled to specific performance 
of the contract. 

IV. That the plaintiff is not en- 
titled to sue on the assignment. 

‘A further point based on the 
8th paragraph of the defence 
that Hung not being personally 
a member of the Opium Guild, 
but having mde hie claim through 
his brother who was not privy to the 
Combine’s agreement with the Guild 
and Purton, was abandoned, on my 
pointing out the disastrous effect 
which such a plea would have on the 
mutual confidence necessary to the 
conduct of aff in an important 
business community. 

‘The first point that the contract of 
August 7 was made with Meyer 
Bros. and not with the defendant 
was not very strenuously argued. 
There is not much substance in it. 
Generally if a contract is signed by 
& man in his own name without 
qualification he is personally liable 
to fulfil it; particularly is this the 
case when his principal is out of 
the jurisdiction. Pang says that 
when making this contract he told 
Hung that Purton was behind him 
and that Meyer Bros. were behind 
Purton, but that at the most amounts 
to a statement that the opium was 
the property of Meyer Bros. and 
that Purton had authority to deal 
in it, It altogether improbable 
that Hung would enter into a con- 
tract such as this with a firm re 
sident in Singapore against whom 
his remedy might be difficult; and 
quite in the nature of things that 
he should make a contract with a 
man who being the agent for a large 
firm would be in a position to de- 
liver the opium contracted for. I 
find nothing in the circumstances to 
rebut the presumption arising out 
of the unqualified signature 
Pang. Pang is admittedly Purton 
for the purpose of this contract, the 
defendant is therefore personally 
Kiable. 

The next point, that the contract 
was cancelled in November 1913, is 
purely a question of fact and I have 
already given my reasons for finding 
it in the plaintiff's favour. 

The third point is whether the 
goods were appropriated to the con- 
tract. The original contract was to 
deliver ten chests ‘‘old Patna” 
opium. Any ten chests of such 
opium whether at that time in Jar- 
dine, Matheson & Co.'s godown or 
elsewhere would have done. The 
defendant was dealing only in Meyer 
Bros. opium, and at the time of the 
Combine he had one lot of fifty 
chests of “ old Patna” in a godown 
at 3 Yuenmingyuen Road, and a 
second lot of thirty chests stored at 
the same place. On March 4 the 
seoretary of the Combine wrote to 
the defendant the following letter :— 

“The Committee of the Combine 
being desirous to know what your 
stocks were for inclusion in the 
‘pool’ on the 17th ultimo, will you

totals for Unsold Stock and Bar- 
gains.” 

In the form were columns which 
were headed respectively ‘If mort- 

gaged please say which bank and 
full particulars.” “D/Order No.”, 
“Date,” “Remarks.” None of 
these columns were filled up, except 
the last, where under the heading 
“Remarks” are the words “of 
which ten chests are bargained” 
These words refer to the lot of fifty 
chests of “old Patna” and also to 
‘the cargo bargained to Hung. They 
are, therefore, to that extent iden- 
tified at the time of the Combine, 
when there @ novation of the 
contract of August 7 in the manner 
I have described. In the corres- 
pondence between the defendant and 
Meyer Bros, there is constant refer- 
ence to this contract and to 
opium subject to it as “ten chests 
ex Chartered Bank stock’’: in the 
absence of any exp!anation I should 
say that the Chartered Bank stock 
was the fifty chests mentioned in the 
defendant’s return. So that the 
only allocation we have is that of 
ten chests out of fifty and the in- 
clusion of the whole lot in the Com- 











bine. I can find nothing in the 
agreement between the foreign 
opium merchante or that between 


them and the Opium Guild, basses 
makes it in any way nece 
any particular chests & 
any particular contract, and the 
evidence is that the bargain be- 
tween the foreign merchant and the 
Chinese buyer was matter of ac- 
counting until the bargained cargo 
was released, when the buyer came 
to take delivery of it. Besides this 
Hung does not seem to have had 
‘ny communication with the defen- 
dant from the time he saw him in 
November until he offered the pur- 
in September 1913. 
No inquiry was made by him as to 
where his cargo was nor as to what 
chests had been set aside for his 
contract. 

In order to succeed in the conten- 
tion that goods had been allocated 
to this contract the plaintiff must 
shew that the defendant had 
separated the goods from his own 
and that Hung had acquiesced 
therein: I think it quite clear that 
he has failed on both points, and 
that therefore the subject matter of 
this contract has not been ascer- 
tained. On this the defendant says 
that no specific performance of the 
contract of August 7, which is a 
contract for the sale of goods, will 
be granted. This is what the plain- 
tiff asks for in his statement of 
claim, but he further pleads the 
agreements entered into at the time 
of the Combine, and is in effect 
asking for specific performance of 
the agreement so modified. 

The contractual relations between 
Hung and the defendant will best 
be discussed in connexion with the 
last question to be considered :— 
whether the plaintiff is entitled to 








kindly fill up the accompanying|sue on the contract which was as- 
forms giving separate lists and|signed to him. The words of the 
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said Hung Ping-kah hereby assigns 
to the said Mirza Mahomet Tackey 
all his rights and remedies against 
Y, B. Pang or others in respect of 
@ certain contract dated the 7th day 
of August 1912 whereby the said 
Y. B. Pang sold to the said Hung 
Ping-kah ten chests of ‘old Patna 
opium’; then follow covenants by 
Hung to do what is necessary to 
assist the plaintiff to get delivery 
of the opium or “damages in res- 
pect of non-delivery thereof.” 
Clause 2 sets out the consideration 
which is the abandonment of his 
action, and which appears to be full 
consideration. Due notice of this 
assignment was given in writing 
after the defendant had repudiated 
his contract with Hung, and, in 
view of the findings on the facts in 
this action, laid himself open to an 
action by Hung for damages for non- 
delivery. It is not questioned that 
Hung could have maintained this 
action himself, but it is submitted 
that what is aasigned is not chose 
in action within the meaning of 
section 25 of the Judicature Act, 
1873, The defence appears to 
be technical in view of the facts I 
have found. 

‘The defendant’s case is that at 
some date in September Hung was 
willing to pay all money, principal 
and interest due on the ten chests 
and to take delivery, the sum 









exactly calculated by the defendant} 7. 


to be Tis, 34,820.48, the defendant 
did not deliver, and that the breach 
occurred at that time, The measure 
of damages is the difference between 
the contract price, i.e. the price as 
modified by the fresh contract to 
which the Combine and the Guild 
were parties, and the market price 
at the date when the goods should 
have been delivered. There was a 
market for opium in Shanghai in 
the month of September 1913, and 
Hung was entitled to damages at 
that date. The right to recover 
these damages is the right he as 
signed tothe plaintiff. Now, if this 
were the only right it seems to me 
on the case of May v. Lane as ex- 
plained in Torkington v. Magee that 
such right is not a chose in action 
assignable under the Judicature 
‘Act, 1873, Section 25 (8), for in de- 
livering a judgement in which 
other Judges concurred Channell J. 
says ‘I think that Rigby L. J. did 
not mean that an assignee of @ con- 
tract could never sue for damages 
for a breach of it, but that merely 
that when a breach of contract had 
occurred in respect of which the 
original party to the contract could 
sue for damages, he could not 
assign those damages so as to en- 
able the assignee to sue. I have no 
doubt that the practice of the 
Court of Equity prior to the Judica- 
ture Act was to refuse to give effect 
to an assignment of a mere right 
to litigate.” But in this case there 
has not been any evidence of 
acquiescence by the assignor of the 


right to repudi Probably there 
was repudiation of the contract 
some time in September or October 
1913 in the sense that the defendant 
showed that he did not intend to 
perform it. But that does not end 
the matter, for (I read from Lord 
Halsbury’s Laws of England Vol. 
VII p. 439,) ‘the repudiation of the 
contract by one party does not of 
itself discharge the contract, but 
the other party has the option of 
treating the contract as at an end, 
or of waiting until the time of per- 
formance has arrived, before making 
any claim for breach of contract. 
If he elects to wait, he remains 
liable to perform his part of the 
contract.’ Hung treated the con- 
tract as existing and assigned all 
his rights and remedies under it to 
the plaintiff. The plaintiff had a 
right to the delivery of ten chests 
by Hung, for which he had sued 
him, and he was willing to forgo 
his right in consideration of the 
assignment of Hung’s rights under 
this contract, i.e. the benefit of 
Hung’s contract with the defendant, 
the Combine and the Guild. It 
appears to me that the right assign- 
ed was not merely a right to sue 
for damages, which is rather cover- 
ed by the word “remedies,” but 
the right to the special treatment 
of owners of bargained cargo 
accruing to the contract of August 














The case of Dawson v. The Great 
Northern and City Railway Com- 
pany, 1905, 1 K-B. p. 260, held a 
claim to compensation under the 








ling, L.J. says “ i 
ment that the right which Blake 
purported to assign was simply 
claim to damages for a wrongful 
act and therefore incapable of 
assignment. With this contention 
wedonot agree. It was in our 
opinion a right, arising out of a 
notice to treat, to compen: ion for 
damage.” So here the right of 
Hung was not merely a right to sue 
for damages, but a right to have his 
cargo delivered to him under a very 
special set of circumstances.

at p. 420, “it is well settled that as 
eneral rule the benefit of a con- 
tract is assignable in equi 
may be enforced by the assignee.” 
So I think here, as it is the benefit 
under the contract that it is sought 
to enforce, the assignee is entitled 
to it. I may further point out that 
the benefit under that contract was 
an annual delivery of goods which 
certainly could not be called 
specific. 

The case of Ogdens, Ld. v. Wein- 
berg, 95 L-T. p. 567, appears to me 
in point. Oedens, Ld., were liable 
to damages for breach of contract 
to distribute the annual sum of

£200,000 ; in which one Slobodinsky 
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ight to share, he assigned 
einberg the goodwill of his 
business and also all contracts and 
engagements belonging to the said 
business. He had at the time of 
the assignment a claim against 
Ogdens, Ld, for unliquidated 
damages for breach of contract. 
The Lord Chancellor said in his 
judgement “Now, what was that 
claim? In the first place it was 
for a sum already due as bonus, 
with regard to which no question 
rail In the next place it was 
for damages against the appellants 
for not carrying out their contract. 
Now, when the appellants disabled 
themselves from carrying out their 
contract Slobodinsky could have 
brought an action on the breach. 
He did nothing, but his property 
and rights became vested in the 
trustee in his bankruptcy. In my 
opinion, the contract, although 
unperformed, was nevertheless not 
annulled, so as to prevent any 
person entitled to sue on it from 
bringing his action for damages 
for the breach of it. Accordingly, 
looking at the words of the 
assignment of January 15, 1904, 
opinion that amongst 
other things assigned was this 
contract, and the right to sue upon 
it. That concludes the case.” In 
the present case, when the defen- 
dants showed that they did not 
intend to fulfil their contract, Hung 
could have brought an action on the 
breach, but like Slobodinsky did 
nothing. The contract was not 
annulled, it was assigned and there 
appeara no reason why the assignee 
should not sue uj it 

I have not analyzed the cases 
which have been cited in argument, 
nor do I think it necessary that I 
should do 80; I have said enough to 
show the conclusion I have reached 
and the line of thought which has 
guided me to it- The result is that 
there contract which has becn 
entirely executed by the assignor 
and which is entirely executory 
on the part of the defendan-, 
he has not credited Hung 
with the various sums, which 
must have accrued to him under 
the contract of August 7 or the 
Combine agreements, and he has 
therein failed in his duty, and the 
time for the completion of the con~ 
tract has not yet arrived. The de- 


























“i fendant has not only broken his 


contract, but has repudiated it. 

Looking at the nature of the 
contract, the uncertainty as to 
when it will be completed and the 
damages which will accrue from 
breach, for it is impossible to say 
what the price of opium will be 
at the date of delivery, it seems to 
me that specific performance is the 
proper remedy in this case. I de- 
cree accordingly. The defendant 
must pay the costs.
